GEORGE BANCROFT. 
was sudden and unexpected to all except a few 
intimate friends who knew of the attack of ill- 
ness which carried him off. Death occurred 
at 3:40 o’clock this afternoon. The end was 
quiet and peaceful and came after a period of 
unconsciousness lasting about twenty-four 
hours. 2 

Mr. Bancroft for some years past had been 

in the habit of spending about five months in 
Newport and passing the winter and colder 
season of the year in Washington. Two years 
ago he had a severe attack of sickness, which 
kept him in bed for four or five weeks, and as 
he was then in his 89th year grave apprehen- 
sions were felt for his life. He recovered, how- 
ever, but was never after that as strong as he 
had formerly been. He came to this city 
from Newport last October feeling better than 
for some time past. He was in fine health 
and spirits, had an excellent appetite anda 
good faculty for sleep, until last week when 
he caught a slight cold. He had always lived 
carefully but generously and had said repeat- 
edly within the last six weeks that he had 
never slept better nor had a better appetite. 

Notwithstanding his cold he continued to seek 
outdoor exercise every day until Thursday, 
when he took to his bed as a matter of precau- 
tion. His whole illness was less than three 
days. He failed rapidly yesterday and be- 
eame unconscious in the afternoon, in which 
state he remained until the end. His son 
John C. Bancroft, who with his wife kept 
house for the historian, was with him in his 
last moments. 

The attending physician, Dr. Wales, had 
left the house a short time before, as Mr. 
Bancroft looked then as if he would live 
through the night. 

It was decided this evening to hold funeral 
services at 11 o’clock next Tuesday merning 
in St. John’s Episcopal Church, The inter- 
ment will take place at Worcester, Mass., 
where Mr. Bancroft’s wife is buried. 

Mx. Bancroft was always fond of outdoor 
exercise, to which in a large measure he at- 
tribuged his good health and prolonged life, 
and after he discontinued horseback riding he 
regularly walked about the city attended by 
an old servant. He lived here in a large, old- 
fashioned double house on H street, in a fash- 
jonable neighborhood, and his garden, here 
as at Newport, was filled with choice roses, in 
which flower he delighted. He regarded his life- 
work as finished two years ago, and oflate had 
done no literary work. During the last dec- 
ade he had revised his great work, the his- 
tory of the United States, going over it in a 
severely critical style and eHminating the 
flowers of rhetoric in earlier work. His 
last production was a history of the forma- 
tion of the Constitution. He undertook to 
write a history of President Polk’s Adminis- 
tration, in whose Cabinet he served as Secre- 
tary of the Navy, but was compelled to aban- 


don it, 
Mr. Bancroft’s Career. 


George Bancroft was born at Worcester, 
Mass., Oct. 3, 1800. He was a scion of one of 
the most respectable and highly esteemed 
families in that section of the State. His 
parents, like most of the natives of New En- 
gland, looked upon a good education as the 
one thing needful fo a young man in order to 
enable him to work out his own salvation in 
2 world of struggles and hand-to-hand con- 

iets. 


He entered Harvard in 1813 and graduated 
in 1817. Almost immediately afterwards he 
went abroad, where he remained for five 
— studying at Göttingen and Berlin, and 
veling through Germany, Italy, Switzer- 
land, and Great Britain, when he made the 
personal acquaintance of many of the leading 
European scholars. He received the degree 
of Ph. D. at Göttingen in 1820, and returning 
to America in 1822 was for a year Greek tutor 
in Harvard. At that time Dr. Cogswell wrote 
from Leipsic: It was sad parting, too, from 
little Bancroft, He is a most interesting 
youth and is to make one of our great men. 
The young student was not yet 20 years when 
he received the degree of Ph. D. from the 
University of Göttingen, an unparalleled dis- 
tinction. Among his German friends he reck- 
oned Schleiermacher, Von Humboldt, Varn- 
von Ense, and Goethe. 
‘In 1828, in connection with Dr. Joseph 
Cogswell, he founded the Round Hill School 
at Northampton, Mass. The same year he 
Published a volume of poems and in 1824 a 
translatior. ot Heeren's Politics of Ancient 
He was at this time meditating and 
materials for his History of the 
United States,” the first volume of which ap- 


Deared in 1834. In 1835 he removed to Spring- 


field, Mass., where he resided for three years, 
and completed the second volume of his his- 
tory. In 1838 he was appointed Collector of 
the Port of Boston, a position which he held 
until 1841, being also a frequent speaker at 
meetings and still keeping up his his-

In February, 1866, he delivored before Con- 
gress an address in memory of Abraham Lin- 
coln. In May, 1867, he was appointed Minis- 
ter to Prussia. In 1868 he was accredited to 
the North German Confederation and in 1871 
to the German Empire. He was recalled from 
his mission at his own request in 1874. Dur- 
ing his mission to Germany several important 


treaties were concluded with the various Ger- 


man States, relating especially to the natural- 
izahon of Germans in America. He was a 
member ot numerous learned societies both 
at home and abroad. In 1855 he published a 
volume of Miscellanies,”” comprising a por- 
tion of the articles which he had contributed 
to the North American Review. For several 
years past he had made his home in Washing- 
ton, D. C., spending his summers at Newport. 
How the Historian Looked. 

A visitor who called on the aged historian 
not long since describes him thus: 

“A tall, thin form, not weighing more than 
120 pounds. Slightly, but very slightly, 
stooped with long years of desk work. Head 
rather small, face long and thin, eye very 
young and kindly, but a mouth denoting great 
decision, courage, and persevérance. His hair 
is thick all over his head, and is truly as white 
assnow. His beard is also white, and is worn 
full and long. It is very luxuriant, the ends 
branching out like a broom. The whole is a 
very striking-looking character, whether seen 
on horseback, at an evening party, or at work 
in his own library, surrounded by those mute 
friends he knows so well. Within the four 
rooms composing his library Mr. Bancroft has 
over 12,000 volumes. 

The great feature of the library is the man- 
uscripts. No man in the country has such a 
collection of original documents of a military 
or political character relating to the United 
States. He began his great historical work in 
1825.“ 

It was until recently his practice to take a 
ride on horseback daily, but failing strength 
obliged him to abandon the saddle. He has 
always been a lover of flowers, and his rose 
garden at Newport is still one of the features 
of the place. 

Mr. Bancroft had always been a great fa- 
vorite of society and a good public speaker, 
full of wit and humor, a liberal and jovial 
host, and everywhere a welcome and delight- 
ful guest. Able to heartily appreciate a good 
dinner and good wine, the only thing he en- 
tirely abstained from was tobacco. 

George Bancroft was one of those literary 
characters of whom the United States had the 
best reason to be proud, and one, also, to whom 
his countrymen were indebted for having re- 
deemeu from mediocrity the literary standing 
of the young Republic. There is no English- 
speaking historian alive at the present day 
who is anything like his equal in the two most 


important characteristics of a faithful histo- 


rian—devoted research and rigid impartiality. 
It may perhaps be asserted that in the brill- 
iancy of his epigrammatic style Mr. Froude is 
without a peer, but it goes without saying that 
Mr. Froude 1s a stranger to anything like the 
judicial temperament which Mr. Bancroft pos- 
sessed in a marked degree. Mr. Bancroft was 
the impartial historian par excellence. 

For many years past friends of the venera- 
ble historian have made his birthday an occa- 
sion to express their admiration and esteem, 
and he had annually been the recipient of 
thousands of congratulatory telegrams from 
all parts of the world. 


SUIT TO TEST THE M’KINLEY BILL. 


A Cincinnati Firm Claims the Law is Un- 
constitutional. 

CNN NAT, O., Jan. 17.—[Special.]—An im- 

portant suit was filed in the United States 

Court in this city today which raises the ques- 


| tion whether the McKinley bill ever became a 


law, and if so whether or not its provisions 
are constitutional. The petitioners are the 
John Shillito company, wholesale dry-goods 
merchants of Cincinnati, and thedefendant the 
General Board of Appraisers of Customs. The 
plaintiffs’ seek to recover $646, which they al- 
lege was unlawfully collected from them. 

The petition sets out that the Appraisers 
erred in deciding the protest of the Jo 
Shillito company when they took exceptions 
the duty against the firm; that the decisi 
was based on apretended act of Congress 
known as the McKinley bill, which it was pre- 
tended was signed by the President of the 
United States. The petitioners claim that the 
pretended act was never passed by the Senate 
or House of Representatives, and, if passed, 
was unconstitutional on account of the pro- 
vision of the third section thereof, and 
also by reason of the bounty feature and 
the giving of the President discretionary 
power under the reciprocity feature. The 
Shillitocompany claiins that through a mistake 
of the enrolling clerks the bill passed by the 
Congress was not the one signed by the Presi- 
dent. It is also claimed that Congress had 
no power to grant bounties to sugar-growers 
out of the public revenues and that the Mc- 
Kinley bill, if it ever passed, is clearly uncon- 
stitutional because of its provisions on that 
subject. 

The Shillito company also makes another 
point. Under the McKinley act duty is as- 
sessed on the cost of packing the goods for 
shipment to the United States. In addition to 
this the Collector has assessed a duty against 
the Shillito company on the cost of the trade 
mark, tickets, and labels which the company 
puts on the goods after buying them. Tothis 
it objects on the ground that these tickets 
constitute no part of the value of the merchan- 
dise and that it is rubbing it in a little two 
strong to make the importer pay duty, not 
only on the merchandise and the cost of box- 
ing it, but also on trade marks and labels 
which have no commercial or intrinsic value. 

The court is asked to reopen the case and 
test the constitutionality of the alleged law. 


DECIDED IN FAVOR OF NELSON MORRIS. 


The Chicago Packer Wins His Damage Suit 
Against the Steamer Bostonian. 

Bosrox, Mass., Jan. 17.—[Special.]—The 
case of Nelson Morris of Chicago against the 
steamer Bostonian was settled today in his 
favor. Morris Feb. 20, 1890, shipped a cargo 
of cattle to Liverpool on the Bostonian. Dur- 
ing the voyage the steamer sighted the ship 
Coriolanus in a disabled condition and went 
out of its way to serve the ship and those on 
board. It towed the Coriolanus to Queens- 
town and experienced a delay of several 
weeks in doing so. Morris claimed that this 
delay greatly injured his cattle. Judge Ne 
son-in his decision today on exceptions filed 
by the claimants says that under the circum- 
standes stated in the libel the salvage services 
rendered by the steamer to the derelict Corio- 
lanus into Queenstown and the delay of the 
steamer at Queenstown amounted to an un- 
lawful deviation, and was a violation of the 
contract of affreightment under which the 
cattle were shipped on board the steamer at 
Boston, and was not excused by the clause in 
the bill of lading to the steamers 
liberty to tow and assist in all situations. The

DEATH IN THE STREETS. 


MANHOLE EXPLOSION AT JACKSON 
STREET AND WABASH AVENUE, 


Mrs. C. R. Koss, Colored, of No, 5472 Drexel 
Boulevard Instantly. Killed — Others 
Slightly Injured by Broken Glass-- 
Singer Sewing-Machine Office Windows 
Wrecked—Cause of the Accident—Im- 

perfect Insulation of Electric Wires and 

Escaping Gas. 

«The cover of a manhole at Jackson street 
and Wabash avenue was blown off with terrific 
force yesterday afternoon. One woman was 
instantly killed and a dozen persons slightly

State street and Wabash avenue were 
thronged with Saturday afternoon shoppers. A 
colored woman and a little boy were walking 
along Jackson street, near the northwest cor- 
ner of Wabash avenue, unnoticed by the peo- 
ple who elbowed by them. There was seem- 
ingly only the daily peril of “trossing a crowd- 
ed street with its terrors of teains and clang- 
ing cable trains. 

Crash! An explosion sounded from the 
corner of State street which the two had just 
passed. Before they could stop to inquire 
what it might be another explosion came 
right at their feet, a thin sheet of flame shot 
out, and a piece of cast iron came whizzing 
through the air. It struck the woman on the 
forehead and ripped off the top of her skull. 
— toppled and fell forward in a shapeless 

eap. 

Crashing of Broken Glass, 

Just as the woman reeled there was another 
crash from across the street, and in the silence 
that seized the -passers-by the crashing of 
broken glass could be heard as it fell from 
second-story windows near by and broke into 
bits on the sidewalk. 

The manhole covers are made of cast-iron 
from half an inch to three-quarters of an inch 
thick, good strong metal. And they were 
snapped in pieces at the thickest parts, as a 
man breaks acracker, The jagged fragment 
that killed the woman was a piece as big as a 
hatchet. 

The cover at the Wellington Hotel corner 
was broken in two and the halves tossed ten 
feet or more. 

The sidéwalks were covered with bits of 
glass which glistened like hailstones. The 
feet of those who ran to help the woman up, 
supposing her to be only slightly hurt, 
crunched the glass. One glance was enough, 
and they turned away from the sickening 
sight. Then they found that there were 
others hurt by the falling slivers, which cut 
like swords. There were employés of the 
Singer Sewing Machine company whose 
hands were cut and some passers by. 

The big plate glass window on the Jackson 
street side was taken out sheer. It lay in a 
little greenish heap on the stone. The thinner 
windows on the second floor had been smitten 
by the sudden wave of air and a round hole 
was in each pane as if some one had thrown a 
ball through it. 

About fifty windows were broken in the 
Wellington, but the big plate glass 
window did not fall out. It was 
cracked in parallel curving lines about 
two inches apart. At the State street 
corner of Jackson street one of the windows

The Scene That Followed. 


There wasn't such a great crowd of curious 
people gathered as may sometimes be seen 
when a horse falls down in the street. It was 
all over in an instant. The people in the 
street-cars heard a noise and felt a shock, but 
noises and shocks on street-cars are nothing 
out of the common, Those on the rear 
platforms who saw the fragments of cast-iron 
rise in the air and the glass come tumbling 
down, turned and stared. There were three 
places to divide the attention of pedestrians, 
and after the patrol-wagon had taken away 
the body of the woman tothe Monroe street 
morgue there was little to look at. Some 
picked up bits of glass as souvenirs, and one 
man had a chunk of cast-iron which he car- 
ried off. Two blocks away from the accident 
no one would have susvected the occurrence 
of a tragedy so near at hand. 

The shock of the explosion must have been 
something like an earthquake. Those who 
were near by at the time said they lelt the 
ground heave. L. H. Maach, who was walk- 
ing behind the woman who was hurt, said he 
believed the Singer Building actually rocked. 

Charley Hilton of the Wellington, who was 
behind the desk at the time, felt the building 
make a lunge, as it seemed to him. The report 
Was like the report of a cannon. The door- 
boy at the Wellington noticed thesame lunging 
motion. There was a man cleaning the windows 
in the barroom. He was so frightened that 
he fell off the ladder. The multitude of 
giasses which are the appurtenances of the 
back of a bar danced at the shock, but none 
fell. The explosion was too remote for that. 

Exaggerated Rumors. 

Of course rumor made it out that four or 
five persons had been killed ad any number 
injured. But one was killed, the colored 
woman. There was some difficulty in learn- 
ing her name. 

The others who were hurt merely received 
cuts from falling glass. Barriers were put up 
on the sidewalks to keep the passers-by from 
going too close to the walls, as loosened sherds 
of glass might fall at any time and inflict 
serious hurts. The porters of the hotel and 
the various business houses swept off the 
débris, and last night, except for the bits of 
plank across tne sidewalk and the barrels and 
boxes piled over the manholes, with a red 
lantern a-top, none might have told thata 
deadly accident had occurred. 


STORY OF THE EXPLOSION, 


How It Appeared to Those Near By—Dam- 
age Done to Window-Glass. 

The first explosion was at the northeast cor- 
ner of State and Jackson streets. There was 
a loud report like that of a cannon. It com- 
pletely shattered the plate-glass window of 
Bodeman & Conrad’s drug store on that cor. 
ner and scattered the fraginents of glass all 
over the store. 

The people inside thought an earthquake 
had come, and waited a few moments for the 
second shock before they felt at all secure of 
their lives. A man who was passing with his 
wife and carrying a baby in his arms was so 
terrified that he dropped the infant and stood 
paralyzed with fear. Officer John Moore 
picked up the infant, restored it to the parents, 
and started to catch a carriage team that was 
running away down Jackson street. 

At the corner of Jackson and Wabash Of. 
ficer Maurice Moore stood talking to a banana 
peddler when he heard the explosion. He too 
started towards the runaway team and suc- 
ceeded in stopping it just as the second ex- 
plosion came. This manhole was in the street 
in front of the fruit stand. The cover of the 
manhole was broken into three or four large 
pieces. One about as large as the blade of an 


head over the left eye and killed her instantly, 
Both her legs were broken.

an. Dr. Maurice L. & ind, house 
physician of the Michael Reese Hospital, 
just missed being struck bythe deadly iron. 
The doctor was stunned for a moment by the 
force of the concussion, but recovered quickly 
and was the first fo raise mangled form 
of the unfortunate wo But she was 
beyond all need of his assistance. 

The shock shattered most of the windows in 
the office of the Singer Sewing Machine com- 
pany's office and so frightened every person 
on the street in the immediate neighborhood 
that none seemed to have any wits left. The 
citizens fled for their lives, and the police of- 
ficers on duty in the ne rhood alone re- 
tained any presence of mind. They ran to 
where the woman had fallen and finding that 
life was extinct called the patrol. The re- 
mains were then removed to Klaner’s morgue. 

The Boy Unhurt. 

The little boy was picked up and taken into 
the office of the Cottage Organ company near 
by. He was found to hae escaped injury al- 
together and five minutes r he was draw- 
ing pictures on a piece of paper, utterly ob- 
livious of what had happeti 

At the time of the ex 
fortunately, few people 
George Selari, the fruit 
than a dozen feet from 
hurt.

It was shattered into a 
thousand pieces by the concussion. The 
pieces of glass were sent Hying through the 
salesroom on the first Mor, where a dozen 
men were. Three or fou of them received 
cuts on the hands and f E. Montahn re- 
ceived a cut on the hand gnd Frank J. Shel- 
don, L. H. Maack, W. H. k, J. Karplers, 
and C. W. Stout received Uar injuries. 

Mr. Maack happened to be on the sidewalk 
a little behind the colored Woman and the boy. 
He heard a report as of a Gannon close by him 
and then there was a flagh of fire before his 
eyes that blinded him for instant. Then 
he heard the crash of gl all the windows 
of the building. The w who a moment 
before had been directly i front of him lay 
lifeless on the edge of sidewalk and the 
little boy had run away in mortal terror. 
Maack made a break for door and when 
he had entered saw that hand had been 
badly cut with glass. 

Joshua Brown of No. 683 West Fourteenth 
street was walking on Jackson street directly 
in front of Mrs. Ross. He, too, was struck on 
the hand with a piece of glass, showing that 
the building had literally rocked beneath the 
shock as from an earthquake. 

Seemed Like an Earthquake. 

The occupants of the Singer building de- 
scribe their sensations when the glass began 
to crack as similar to those of people in an 
earthquake. So many windows were broken 
throughout the building that it was unsafe for 
some time to venture beneath the windows on 
account of falling glass. 

The building on the 
Wabash avenue and Jack@on street received 
no damage from the concision. 

The Wellington, on the northeast corner, 
had fifty windows brokenyand the building at 
the southeast corner had @ number shattered. 
These were undoubtedly cRused by theconcus- 
sion following the explosi@n ofa third man 
hole on the Wellington @orner, which must 
have occurred simul ly with the explo- 
sion on the northeast corner which caused 
Mrs. Ross’ death. Only one report was heard 
after the explosion. at State ‘and Jackson 
streets. 

Maj. Hilton was behind the desk at the 
Wellington when the explosion took place.

Mrs. Ross was 30 years old and a widow. 
She had one child that was cared for in an 
orphan asylum. For the last four months she 
had been employed in the family of Mr. Por- 
ter, who is a preacher and lives at No. 5472 
Drexel avenue. 

Yesterday afternoon she came down-town 
to do some shopping, taking little Alonzo Por- 
ter with her, so as to relieve his mother of the 
care of him. The little fellow was cared for 
at the armory for several hours and finally 
taken home by a neighbor. 

An examination at Klaner’s morgue showed 
that Mrs. Ross had both legs broken, one at 
the knee and the other at the ankle. It is sup- 
posed that the fractures were caused by large 
pieces of the heavy iron cover of the manhole 
striking her with great force, 

The remains were cared for at the morgue. 
The inquest will be held there tomorrow. 


CAUSE OF THE EXPLOSION, 


Imperfect Insolation of Electric Wires 
Set Fire to Escaping Gas. 

Many theories are advanced as to the causes 
of the explosion, many claiming sewer-gas, 
others that the illuminating gas-pipes had 
sprung a leak and the electric-light wires had 
caused the gas to ignite. This last is the 
opinion of the officials of the City Sewerage 
Department. 

The explosion which occurred in The Bell 
clothing house about a year ago was found to 
have been caused in that way. Said one of 
the city’s officials last evening: 

„While fixing the electric light wires at 

some time the workmen undoubtedly forced 
the illuminating gaspipes, causing them to 
leak. The man- holes probably had not been 
opened forsome time and the conduit was 
well filled with gas. The electric light wires 
either becoming crossed or heated ignited the 
gas. 
The city is severely censured by many. It 
is Claimed that had the man-hole cover been 
ventilated the explosion could never have oc- 
curred, or if the man-holes had been inspect- 
ed as frequently as they ought. 

Superintendent Barrett of the city telegraph 
service said that the explosions were caused 
by gas which had escaped from the mains and 
collected in the conduits containing the elec- 
tric and fire alarm telegraph wires. The 
insulation may have been imperfect in some 
spot, or the wires may have become crossed, 
or the gas might have penetrated through the 
insulation.

—Old-Time Printers Celebrate the Day 
with a Feast at Kinsley’s. 


Benjamin Franklin's memory and the 185th 
anniversary of his birth were fittingly hon- 
ored and commemorated last night by the 


parlors of the Wellington Hotel were thrown 
into one banquet-hall, and around the com- 
fortable, prettily-decorated tables were gath- 
ered many well-known printers, publishers, 
stationers, and invited guests. 

In front of the President, C. H. Blakely, was 
a magnificent bank of red and white roses, 
bearing the letter T.“ and “1891,” 

After the choice courses and wines had 
been disposed of President Blakely in a hu- 
morous speech introduced the toastmaster, P. 
F. Pettibone, who replied to the satirical 
thrusts made at him bythe Chairman. He 
referred to Franklin as the magnificent 
hero of humanity.“ I regret to announce, 
he said, and I know you will share in the 
regret, that Mr. Medill, who was down for the 
first toast of ‘ Benjamin Franklin, Printer,’ has 
by the final verdict of his physician been pre- 
vented from being present. This creates a 
vacancy which I shali endeavor to fill. 

Some one has said that so long as human 
tongues anywhere plead and human hearts 
strive, those tongues shall prolong and those 
hearts shall enshrine the memory of Benjamin 
Franklin. We reécho those slogan sentiments. 

Franklin’s Memory Always Honored, 

How comes it that Benjamin Franklin, who 
stands almost alone among his illustrious 
compeers, receives a regular and genuine 
commemoration of the day of his birth, and 
that banks are closed? Because he comes 
home to men’s hearts and business; because 
he comes to us as an exemplification of sim- 
ple philosophy, of worthy living; because he 
was great we admire him, because he was 
munificent we venerate him, because in his 
life and in his epitaph he wrote Benjamin 
Franklin, printer, we love him.“ 

The assembly drank to the memory of 
Franklin and then to the health of Joseph 
Medill, whom the toastmaster referred to as 
that admirer and disciple of Benjamin 
Franklin and the eminent representative of 
modern journalism.“ 

Letters were read from the organizations in 
a number of cities and from Theodore L. De 
Vinne of New York whose health was drunk. 

The ideal citizen of Chicago,” was the 
subject assigned to Ferd W. Peck, and the 
toastmaster happily called upon him as 
that citizen. “I have been unable to 
find that ideal citizen,” said Mr. Peck, 
in the time allowed me by the Chairman, so 
I will confine myself to Chicago, with an inci- 
dental reference to citizenship. We are citi- 
zens of acity that has attained such a phenom- 
enal growth that it has outgrown iteclf. This 
city is the young giant not only of this 
country but of this continent. What 
wonder is it that no human genius could or- 
ganize or maintain a municipal government 
which can take care of sucha city as this. 
Notwithstanding the exactions of this unprece- 
dented situation we have all around us citi- 
zeus of gigantic mold, we have everything 
that goes to make up citizenship and man- 
hood in any part of the globe. No citizen- 
ship in any part of the earth can equal the 
citizenship to be found in our city.

A short poem was read by G. W. Morris. 
He talked about the “rule” and “sticks” 
and pi in a rhythmical way that made all 
laugh.

A Toast to “ Poor Richard.” 

Col. E. A. Calkins of the Evening Journal 
responded to the toast Benjamin Franklin.“ 
The Colonel said he was under the impression 
that the younger generation of printers is 
destitute of that love and respect for Frank- 
lin that those present acquired in their youth. 

He spoke of how Franklin is honored as 
a statesman, but said that the almost 
personal esteem for him had disappeared. 
except as cherished by those far advanced in 
life. He then entered into some cf the rea- 
sons for this, and one was that the Civil War 
had furnished many heroes for the younger 
generation. Another was that the trade 
and art of printing have almost passed 
out of existence, and he spoke of how a man 
nowadays only learns either how to set type 
or run a press or do some particular part of 
the business. 

In his sketch of the great statesman and 
printer he had much to say about his philos- 
ophy.

It is the time and personal enthusiasm and 
magnetism of people that we require more 
than their money. We want the man ‘in his 
lifetime, when full of mental vigor; we do not 
want merely his estate after death. 

To Franklin H. Head was assigned the task 
of speaking to “‘ Benjamin Franklin, States- 
man, Philosopher, Patriot.“ After telling a 
humorous story, intended to express the dis- 
appointment uf the company in not hearing 
an autobiography of Mr. Peck as the ideal 
citizen of Chicago, Mr. Head said: Benja- 
min Franklin was not only preéminent, but 
by a great deal he was the most picturesque 
figure in American history. He was almost 
the only one identified with American inde- 
pendence who was distinctively and typically 
an American, He was a type of that Puritan 
character which has impressed itself so forci- 
bly upon all the people. He was a man full of 
shrewd common sense, His career was won- 
derfully picturesque.”” What Benjamin Frank- 
lin did for the American people when in 
France was sufficient to entitle him to the per- 
manent admiration of all citizens. 

In place of the Rev. P. S. Henson, who was 
on the program to talk about the subject, 
„From the Soap-House to the State-House; 
or, The Evolution of a Man,” the toastmaster 
called upon the Rev. Dr. Canfield, pastor of 
St. Paul’s Universalist Church. He was a 
surprise to his audience, considering that he 
had only afew hours to prepare a speech. 
“Benjamin Franklin was the greatest 
living genius who ever touched our 
shores,” said the reverend speaker. 
“He was the most intensely national. He 
was human gold but stamped into American 
coin. The Republic is an idea worked out by 
men. The German Empire is the idea of one 
man—Bismarck; Russia ot one Czar—Peter 
the Great. For the first time Iam convinced 
of the greatness of Chicago.” 

Dr. Canfield was followed by Gen. A. C. 
McClurg, who spoke tersely on “ Types and 
Morals.” Benjamin Franklin was an ideal 
citizen in spite of Mr. Peck,“ said the veteran 
publisher. Take him all in all, we shall not 
see his like again. It is proper that we find 
him also a moralist. Types have morals, and 
those who have read proof-sheets will also ad- 
mit that types have vices.”’

Boomers Preparing for a Grand Rush About 
Jan. 29. 

CatpwELL, Kas., Jan. 17.—Since the intro- 
duction in the House of Representatives by 
Congressman Mensur of a bill to open up the 
Cherokee Strip to settlement immediately and 
treat with the Indian afterward the 
“boomers” in this vicimity, have been 
actively at work sending out circu- 
lars to the members of the O’Connor 
and Dill colony for a concentration of forces 
at this point for an immediate invasion of the 
strip. This colony consists of 3,000 members, 
and a private letter has been mailed to each 
one to assemble here on or before Jan. 29, and 
come prepared to make their permanent 
home in the Cherokee Strip. A pri- 
vate dispatch from a member of 
Congress in the hands of Pat O’Connor, 
President of the colony, conveys the opinion 
that there is no doubt of Mr. Mansur’s bill 
passing and of the President’s signing it. 
There is a feeling among the colonists that the 
strip is now practically open for settlement, 
and preparation is being made actively to that 
end the same as if the President’s proclama- 
tion had already been issued.

NOT LIKELY TO SEE DAYLIGHT, 


The Constitutional Convention Resolution 
Will Be Buried by the Committee. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 17.—The resolution 
by Senator Sheets, calling for the submission 


a Constitutional convention to frame a new 
State Constitution, does not seem. to meet a 
friendly feeling among those who have studied 
the matter. The opposition to the measure 
seems to be even greater than it was two 
years ago, and it is doubtful if the resolution 
even gets out of the handsof the Senate 
Judiciary Committee with a favorable report. 
Never in the history of any State,“ says 
E. I. Snively, Clerk of the Supreme Court of 
Illinois, was there assembled so able a body 
of men as those who formed the Constitution of 
1870. Browning, Skinner, Scholfeid, J. Allen, 
Craig, Rice, Bryan, Haines, Col. Baugh, An- 
thony, Wall, and many others formed a com- 
pany which could only be brought together 
when from all parties were selected the ablest 
men.

COSTS TOO MUCH MONEY. 


ON 


CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEE 
WORLD’S FAIR ORGANIZATION, 


Salaries of Officers of the Commission 
Should Be Less and Directors Should 
Have More Power—The Former Body 
Held to Have Taken Too Much Unto 
Itself—It Should Not Meet Again Until 
Time for the Dedication Ceremonies— 
Too Many Lady Managers. 

Wasurnetox, D. C., Jan. 17.—[Special.]— 
The Candler report on the World’s Fair was 
not filed till late this afternoon because the 
House was in Committee of the Whole till 
about 5 o’clock, and Chairman Candler wished 
to file it in open House so as to get an order 
for it to be printed and consent for it to lie 
over till called up by him for consideration. 
This request having been agreed to the matter 
will be easier to get at than it would have been 
had the report and resolution been referred to 
the calendar. The report was accompanied 
by sundry documents, including cuts of pro- 
posed Government Exposition buildings, reg- 
ulations for foreign exhibits, and a report 
from Secretary Dickinson showing the ex- 
penditures of the commission from the time of 
its organization till Dec. 10, 1890, 

The report says that in the expenditure of 
public money the powers assumed by the 
World’s Columbian Commission had pro- 
duced confusion as well as caused unnecessary 
expenditure of money which had been intend- 
ed by Congress to pay the expenses of the 
Government exhibit, and not to pay 
excessive salaries to the officers of the commis- 


sion. Provision had been made to pay 
the President, Secretary, and Director- 
General annual salaries of $12,000, 


$10,000, and $15,000 respectively, and 
also $8,000 to the Vice-Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. These salaries, in the 
opinion of the committee, are excessive and 
should not be continued. The report goes on: 

It is also our opinion that unnecessary expense 
has been incurred by the commission in its ap- 
pointments of so large a number of women on the 

Board of Lady Managers provided for by the act, 

and the calling together of this board at a time 
when the duties which will devolve on it were 
not ready for its attention. This Board of Lady 
Managers consists of 115 members, and has since 
the return of your committee from Chicago met 
and organized. The meeting was held at an esti- 
mated expense of about $12,000, when, in the 
opinion of your committee, there is nothing to 
properly come before this board till the progress 
of the Fair is much further advanced than at 
present. 

The report continues: 

Your committee is of the decided opinion that 
the Fair cannot well be conducted to a successful 
termination under the dual management which is 
now in operation in consequence of the construc- 
tion placed on the law by the World’s Columbian 
Commission. It is our opinion that the commic- 
sion has exceeded the authority which Congress 
intended to confer upon it. This departure from 
the spirit of the law is particularly shown in 
three things. 


Where It Made Mistakes, 


First, by the appointment of officers and com- 
mittees to conduct the nianagement of the Fair 
in its executive details, which function, in accord- 
ance with our interpretetion of the law, belongs 
solely to the World’s Columbian Exposition and 
its Officers. By the terms of the law which cre- 
ated the commission it was given a quasi veto 
power, and not that of taking charge of the exe- 
cution of the plans for the Fair. Congress did 
not intend that the Government through the com- 
mission should assume the active management of 
the Fair, but intended that the commission should 
exercise a supervision over those details which 
pertained to the Government exhibit, and also 
over the relations of the Fair with foreign na- 
tions, so as to give a distinctive National indorse- 
ment to the enterprise.

BOREAS BREAKS LOOSE IN NEW YORK 


The Town Buried Under a Mantle of Sleet 
and Snow. 

New York, Jan. 17.—[ Special. |—There were 
as many different kinds of weather today 
as there were hours in the day and not one of 
them agreeable. It was the most stupendous- 
ly and atrociously disagreeable day which 
New York has hadina winter that is fairly 
protean in its nastiness. Between the hour 
of 4 and daylight it was niv and tuck between 
the snow and sleet. Telegraph and telephone 
wires took on perplexing overcoats of sleet 
and there was sucha erossing of wires 
and leakage and induction as has not been ex- 
perienced in many a season. 

With the coming of the sun—which could 
not be seen—the thermometer marked higher 
temperature, and in place of snow and sleet 
the bill of fare was sleet and rain. It was just 
cold enough to freeze the latter on um- 
brellas. Business, halted, The telegraph 
wirés gave little satisfaction. The thea- 
ters were lonesome with empty 
stalls. The festive undertakers rubbed 
their palms together and declared that it was 
a pleasant winter. By 8 a. m. today the wind 
had risen to thirty-six miles an hour at Block 
Island and twenty-eight. at Atlantic City, 
while the vertex of the storm was off Cape 
Hatteras, but as far as can be ascertained 
gales increasing in force prevailed a short dis- 
tance off the coasts, as the cyclone veered 
away to eastward and northward of Hatteras. 

The storm raised havoc with all the tele- 
phone and telegraph wires in the adjacent 
country. The atmospheric conditions were 
enough in themselves to impair the usefulness 
of the wires. Added to these, however, came 
the additional burdens of frozen sleet, which 
snapped the poles and wires and cut off many 
direct connections between the city and 
various Southern and Western cities. 

Not a few fire-alarm wires were down or 
crossed and linemen were kept busy. Fire- 
gongs failed to ring, but no serious trouble 
occu in consequence. On every street 
people slipped and fell. Those were fortunate 
who escaped with soiled and wet garments 
only, or even with slight bruises and wrench- 


ing. 

The New Jersey Central railroad was with- 
out telegraphic communication all day, and 
the Pennsylvania railroad had but one wire 
working, the same that it used during the 
blizzard of 1888.

PROTEGE OF THE NATION. 


COL. DAVIS DISCOURSES UPON THE 
WORLD’S Fam. 


Popular Sentiment Will Sweep Away All 
Irritating Obstacles—Promoter-General 
Handy Talks of the Way Exposition 
Matters Are Being Pushed in the East 
rue Council Committee Fails to Con- 
sider the Dixon Arcade Lake-Front 
Ordinance. f 

“Nothing can stand before the impetus of 
the World’s Columbian Exposition, and the 
Candler committee report will become a mere 
incident,’’ said Director-General Davis yester- 
day on his return from Washington, where he 
and Promoter-General Handy transacted a 
great deal of interesting Exposition business 
and did what they could to forestall the effect 
of the Candler committee report. 

“The Exposition,” resumed the Directdr- 
General, was created by Congress. It has 
become the protégé of the Nation. State 
Legislatures are appropriating thousands of 
dollars to carry the grand enterprise along 
and nothing can stay its progress toward a 
magnificent consummation. It has an ex- 
chequer of $10,000,000 from which to draw. 
It is located in the fourth city in size in the 
world and in the heart of a great country and 
continent. 

„While irritating obstacles may be thrown 
in its path, they will be swept away. before 
popular sentiment and the gathering strength 
of a mighty enterprise.“ 

“Then you do not fear the result of the 
Candler committee’s report?“ 

No, I do not fear it. In the end it may re- 
sult in the reduction of some salaries, but it 
will not be permitted by Congress to overturn 
the good work that has thus far been accom- 
plished by a happy union and harmony be- 
tween the National commission and local di- 
rectory.” 0 

**During your Eastern trip did you settle 
upon the appointment of any one for Art 
Director?“ 

Not exactly. I conferred with Henry G. 
Marquand, President of the Metropolitan Art 
Museum of New York. He suggested a num- 
ber of names, any one of which he thought 
would be competent to fill the position. I 
have them under consideration.“ 

„Did you communicate with Mr. Walters of

Sec- 
retary Blaine, the President, Secretary Win- 
dom, and Secretary Rusk expressed the 
warmest interest in the success of the Exposi- 
tion, and Secretary Blaine took occasion to 
say that the President felt hurt over the 
criticisms which appeared in some of the Chi- 
cago newspapers. The President, he said, 
had always been friendly toward the Fair. 

Handy, who returned with Col. Davis, 
gave a lively interview on the Eastern trip 
and completely covered the ground.

Owsley made two injections of the lymph and 
the symptoms described by Dr. Koch followed. 
Dr. Owsley first injected one milligram and 
anincrease of two degrees in temperature 
followed. The second injection of two milli- 
grams and the reaction showed an increase in 
temperature of five degrees, with an increase 
of cough and expectorations, with pains in the 
limbs and a slight headache. The temper- 
ature became normal in twenty-four hours 
and the patient seemed better. 

Dr. Owsley treated two experimental cases 
for Dr. Belfield, one suffering with incipient 
hip disease and the other with tubercular bone 
disease. Neither of the patients was over 13 
years. He injected one-half a milligram in 
each case, and the reaction in temperature 
showed an increase to over 100 degrees. 

Augusta Hess was given an injection for the 
fourth time yesterday, and the reaction has 
been marked since the first injection. Nu- 
merous lupus patches have appeared beneath 
the skin, the change in coloring is marked, 
and the face is swollen. She felt remarkably 
well, save during the fever, when a slight feel- 
3 exhaustion was experienced.

STORY OF THE ONLY MAN EVER 
“SKINNED ALIVE” IN CHICAGO. 


For Thirty-three Years He Has Thrown Off 
His Old Cuticle and Taken On a New 
One—He Begins Operations July 25— 
His Is the Only Case on Record and It 
Excites Lively Interest Among the 
Doctors. 


Some misguided people have taken occasion 
to say mean things about Chicago enterprise, 
but the only man who was ever literally 
“skinned alive” in this city is now in a Mon- 


him. His name is not for publication, for the 
reason that he is the most curious natural 
freak in existence, and being a modest man 
he objects to the unpleasant notoriety which 
would unavoidably follow. A rough ex- 
perience two years ago undoubtedly had some- 
thing to do with his desire to avoid publicity. 
He was in a mining camp when his queer 
disease paid it« annual visitation, and went 
out of his head through fear and excitement. 
He was unable to leave the camp for treat- 
ment, and when the miners saw his condition 
they thought he wasa leper and decided to 
shoot him. The mob advanced on him, but 
his brother, with his revolver cocked, stood 
over the afflicted man and drove them off by 
threatening to shoot the first man who drew 
his weapon. 

In one of the office rooms of St. Elizabeth's 
Hospital hangs the strangest picture that can 
be seen in Chicago or the United States for 
that matter. Within the frame are four photo- 
graphs representing a man in the act of shed- 
ding his skin. The most characteristic 
parts of the skin are in the frame also—bhoth 
hands perfect with the exception of the finger 
nails, and the soles and heels of both feet, with 
a little of the upper portion—in fact, a perfect 
pair of gloves anda pair of moccasins. In 
the center of the picture are half a dozen per- 
fect nails, which formerly belonged to this 
skin-shedding man. Then there are sev- 
eral large plates of the cuticle taken 
from various parts of the body. 

One of the photographs shows this strange 
human being with hisarms outstretched, the 
old skin peeling off and ing from his 
body in shreds like a tattered shirt, while the 
new skin can be detected by the whiteness of 
the photograph. All the skin has been oiled, 
and some of the pieces are perforated, while 
others could be used as a gourd without a 
drop of water escaping. The hands and feet 
are of a yellow tint from being handled pro- 
fessionally, and from being used as gloves and 
slippers by the former owner, the rest of the. 
skin being of a milky hue. 


Peels Himself Every Year. 


The man who once wore this skin for natu- 
ral purposes is now at work in full possession 
of a new skin, which will leave him next sum- 
mer. He has been peeling off his skin from 
the crown of his head to the sole of his feet for 
thirty-three years the same day of each year, 
and it was only on the last occasion that pub- 
licity followed and the medical profession be- 


He is the second eldest child of a family of 
thirteen, all of whom are living, and his 
grandmother is 97 years old. In the winter of 
1857 the home of his parents in Franklin, 
Mo., was burnt down during the Kansas- 
Missouri troubles. His father was away and 
his mother escaped to the banks of the Mere- 
densen River, where this remarkable man was 
born, exposed to the open air. This may or 
may not have had something to do with his 
skin-shedding. At any rate, at 6 months of age 
his first crop of new skin appeared all over 
his body. At that time and for several 
years afterwards his mother thought it was 
only the eruptive fever of childhood and paid 
little attention to the yearly event. He re- 
members distinctly shedding his skin at 5 

ears of age while playing around his old 
ome. He has always been healthy in other 
respects. 

A photograph which was taken of him just 
before he shed his skin inthis city shows a 
tall, well-proportioned man of splendid phys- 
ique, his muscles standing out like those of a 
prize-fighter. He has an intelligent coun- 
tenance, wears a small light mustache, and is 
without spot or blemish. 


His Last Exploit. 


Last July he left his home at Phillipsburg, 
Mont., intending to go to Philadelphia. He 
arrived in Chicago the latter part of the 
month, and as his skin-peeling spell of sick- 
ness always begins July 25 of year he de- 
cided to use a letter of introduction from a 
Montana friend to Dr. Jacob Frank, No. 17 
Lincoln avenue. 

When he quietly informed Dr. Frank that 
he wanted to be admitted to a hospital so that 
he could shed his skin the physician was in- 
credulous, but when the Montana miner went 
on to say that in three days, between the 
hours of 12 noonand6p. m., he would be 
taken sick with feverand vomiting, and would 
be sick all that night, that within a day or 
two aneruption resembling scarletina would 
appear, that the skin of the hands and feet 
would come off first like gloves and mocca- 
sins, that his hair would fall away, and 
that all his nails would come off, Dr. Frank 
mentally decided that the man was either a 
lunatic or a practical joker. But the doctor 
arranged for the patient to be given a room at 
St. Elizabeth's Hospital and invited Drs. 
Montgomery, Newburg, McArthur, Hyde, 
Sanford, Anthony, and other skin specialists 
to observe the case. 

As predicted—and this is the most remarka- 
ble feature of a remarkable case—at 3 o’clock 
the afternoon of July 25 the patient had to be 
put to bed. Then came a fever followed by 
vomiting, and the neck, face, and hands be- 
came as red asa lobster. It took two days 
for the old skin to resume its normal color. 
After the sickness the old skin began to 
loosen, anda whole new skin took its place 
within two weeks. It takes between two and 
three weeks for the nails to come off. He is 
able to be up and about after the first day’s 
sickness, and as his feet and hands are tender 
he uses the old skin for protection. The min- 
ute that he takes sick he stops perspiring and 
no medicine can make him perspire except 
between the old skin and the new one which 
is forming. He returned to another mi 
camp in Montana before all his old nails h 
come off, and when they did he forwarded 
them by mail to Dr. Frank. 

‘Nobody Like Him. 

His case is the second of its kind which is 
known to exist in the world, and in respect to 
its occurring the same day every year itstands 
alone. The medical name it hes been given 
is Yearly — Desquamative Erythema 
Scarletina Forme.’ 

In 1876 a French physician reported to the 
Academy of Paris a case of skin-shedding 
which occurred three or four times in one 
year, in another year seven times. The only 
similar case to the American one is that re- 
ported by Prof. Besmer, Professor of 
Dermatology in the University of Paris. 
Between March and May of every year 
this patient throws off the whole of his skin, 
but he was not attacked until 16 or 17 years 
old, and his skin doesn’t come off in as large 
plates. Personal idiosyncracy is the only 
reason the profession can give for this mys- 
terious visitation, and influence of the mind is 
the only way the professors of medical juris- 

rudence can account for its yearly recurrence 
in the American case. 

This remarkable man wants to get married, 
but has given up hope of being cured of his 
affliction, and doubts whether it, would be 
right for such a freak to take a wife.

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The Old Mutual Savings Act—What Bank- 
ers Say of the Pending Bill. 

There is a movement on foot largely pro- 
moted by Mayor Cregier, Mr. Onahan, and 
their political friendsand supporters to revive 
the Mutual Savings act passed in 1887 provid- 
ing for mutual savings institutions in this and 
other cities of the State under State supervis- 
ion and control, and which will be empowered 
under the provisions of the act to hold State 
and municipal bonds of approved value as se- 
curity against deposits. 

The recent failures of the Kean and Pretty- 
man banks, which were conducted in a wholly 
irresponsible manner and without the super- 
vision of the law, make those banks seem all 
the more necessary now. The recent financial 
experiences of the city point also to the utility 
of their establishmeat. Chic bonds now 
seek a market in New York and Boston. The 
existence of the mutual banks here would 
make a ready home market for them. They 
would be purchased and placed to secure de- 
positors. 

The act passed in 1887 was declared void by 
the Supreme Court because it was not sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people, which the court 
held to be necessary under the Constitution. 
Otherwise the law was all right. It is now 
proposed to pass this act with an additional 
clause providing for submission to the popu- 
lar vote. Unfortunately that vote cannot be 
had until November, 1892, as there will be no 
general State election this year. 

The city authorities wiil use their best 
efforts to direct legislative attention to the 
necessity for reénacting the law amended as 
provided above. 

William Kelsey Reed, the banker, and 
others who think with him have a more com- 
prehensive program, which includes: 

1. A Mutual Savings act, similar to that of 
New York, as a State institution and forthe work- 


an. 

2. A Mutual Life Insurance law, like those of 
Connecticut and New York, to turn the stream 
this way and as an investment for the merchant 
and business-man. 

3. A Stock Fire Insurance law, similar to the 
laws of Connecticut and other Eastern States, as 
a legitimate and profitable line of business. 

Such measures in their judgment are neces- 
sary to put Illinois and Chicago in as stable 
a financial condition as New York and other 
Eastern States. 

A number of leading bankers were called 
on yesterday for opinions relafive to the bill 
introduced into the Legislature for State in- 
spection and examination of private banks. 

Mr. Buckingham of the Northwestern National 
Bank—I do not think that anybody ought to be 
allowed to hang out a sign as a banker without 
— State or some other official supervision 
over him. 

Mr. — iee- President of the Corn Exchange 
Bank, said—If I were in the business of private 

king I would turn the institution into a State 
bank, and from that you can conclude that I think 
the State ought to have supervision over all 
banks of that description. We are a State ban 
and have to report ourcondition ofteuer than Na- 
tional banks do. 

Mr. Black, President of the Continental Na- 
tional Bank—I think the bill could be improved 
by some amendments, Private banks, I believe, 
should be subject to State examination. When 
money is received to be checked out there ought 
to be some authority to see that the deposits are 
safe and amply guaranteed. 


ETHEL TOWNE FAINTS IN COURT. 


An Adjournment Taken to Give Her Time 
to Recover. 

Terre Havrs, Ind., Jan. 17.—[Special.]— 
Ethel Towne fell from her chair in the court- 
room today in what was supposed to be a 
fainting fit, and court adjourned to give her 
time to recover. At the time the lawyers were 
engaged in a long argument as to the ad- 
missibility of the testimony of an express rep- 
resentative whotalked with the hotel clerks the 
night before Ethel indorsed the check for $300, 
which she presented as having been signed by 
James H. Walker of Chicago. The defense 
insists that, as the hotel people believed the 
check to be a forgery, there was at no time 
any probability of the crime be consummat- 
ed. The court ruled to this effect, and it was 
announced that all the testimony was in. 

An adjournment was taken until Monday, 
when the main question as to the Judge’s in- 
struction to the jury will comeup. If the

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_ MURDERED HER MISTRESS 


AN OVERDISCIPLINED SERVANTTAKES 
A TERRIBLE REVENGE. 


Mme. Basler Strangled by the Woman 

‘Whose Life She Had Made Miserable 

for Years — A French Army Officer’s 

Widow Introduces Military Discipline 

Into Her Household and Drives the 

Object of Her Tyranny to Madness—Se- 
vere Weather in Europe. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

„Jan. 17.—The woman Barbier, 

with the murder of her mistress, 

Mme. Bazier, at her residence on the outskirts 

of the Bois d’Vincennes, was again examined 

today by the Judge de Instruction. The story 

is a curious one, even in the annals of French 


crime. 

One of the local celebrities of the garrison 
at Vincennes half a century ago was Col. 
Baxter, one of the strictest disciplinarians and 

most unyielding martimets in the French 

army. His severity became a by-word, and 
when one morning he failed to present him- 
self at dress parade with his usual clockwork 
regularity every man in the regiment knew 
that something serious was the matter. When 
his death was announced a few days later no 
one was surprised. 
The Colonel had built himself a “cottage 
orns onthe edge of the bois, whence he 
could easily reach the fortress, and where he 
hoped to spend his latter days, when he should 
retire on half pay and still be within reach of 
the sights and sounds he loved so well. 

His wife, Clara, was an uncomplaining soul, 
and with little will-power of her own. She 
made but a feeble resistance when she dis- 
covered that her handsome husband ꝓ roposed 
to treat her with the same harshness that he 
did his regiment. In fact, the household was 
soon as much under military law as the big 
fortress itself, and poor Mme. Bazier was 
forced to rise and retire, prepare her meals, 
and perform all the ordinary duties of life 
with military precision and mathematical reg- 
ularity. 8 

Such was the state of affairs the day when 
the Colonel was unable to respond to the re- 
veille, and his widow was left to continue or 
change the military régime of her husband as 
she should decide. But by this time so ac- 
customed had she become to the yoke that 
had at first been so heavy to bear that from 
sheer habit she kept on in the same groove. 

This would not have been so much matter 
so far as she herself was concerned, but to her 
factotum and general house servant, old Mére 
Barbier it made a great deal of difference. 
This was a taithful creature of extremely lim- 
ited intelligence, who had been compelled to 
bear the brunt of her master’s tyranny. 

Worse than the Colonel, 

That was hard enough, but a year had not 
elapsed after his death before she began to 
think that, stern taskmaster as he had proved 
himself, he was leniency itself in comparison 
with the woman who now ruled her daily life. 
In her testimony given yesterday Mére Bar- 
bier, her features aglow with long-pent-up in- 
dignation and her heart inflamed with the re. 
membrance of her wrongs. repeated her 
former statements, and hissed out that the 
widow had made her life intolerable by the 
most insanely ingenious contrivances. Not 
only did Mme. Bazier make it a rule that she 
should go regularly to mass but insisted that 
she must lie awake o’nights in order to per- 
form her devotions at stated hours. For this 
— she would pull a box on wheels across 


T. 
Indeed from being the victim of military 
— 2 ony herself, and patiently submitting to 
her fate, Mme. Bazier appears to have de- 
veloped into a martinet herself, and became a 
monomaniac upon the subject. 

Thus persecuted the unfortunate Barbier 
took more and more comfort in her only 
solace, the visits of her niece, Rose Larnet, a 
pretty flower girl from the boulevards, whose 
visits to the bois gave her achance of seeing 
roses somewhere else than in the Madeleine 
flower market. 

She did, in fact, see them in her glass when 
she made her careful toilet on the days when 


she visited her aunt—a toilet all the more stud- |

5 The Fatal Lapse of Discipline. 


Last Sunday she pleaded severe illness 
and, as an extraordinary favor, was allowed 
to remain in bed while her mistress went to 
amass. The concession was the first that Mme. 
Bazier had made in months, but it proved 
fatal to her. Mére Barbier was not really ill, 
and as soon as the widow was out of sight she 
sprang from her bed and began to prepare to 
wreak her revenge. Taking a stout cord that 
had been found around some boxes containing 
New-Year’s gifts from her niece and the 
Sergeant she made a runnmg knot and sat 
down to await Mme. Bazier’s return. 

Stealthily following her mistress up-stairs

Troops in Northern Africa Snowed Up. 


It would seem that unless a miracle happens 
or the weather changes radically within a 
short time the inhabitants of Sebdon, a small 
town in the Tlemcen district of the Province 
of Oran in Algeria willstarvetodeath. About 
a week ago information reached the 
City of Tlemcen to the effect that 
the inhabitants of Sebdon were snowed up be- 
yond escape and that — 4 were slowly star v. 
ing to death. Their stock of provisions had 
run out before the bearer of the alarming 
news reached Tlemcen, and it was said that 
the horses, mules, and even the few camels at 
Sebdon were being killed for food. As in 
the majority of small Algerine towns 
the inhabitants of Sebdon depended almost 
entirely upon the regular or irregular convoys 
of provisions which reach them from the 
larger towns and the stock kept on hund is al- 
ways comparatively small. When the news of 
the dangerous position in which the inhabitants 
of Sebdon were placed reached the military 
authorities of Tlemcen they immediately sent 
a quantity of provisions under the escort of a 
detachment of troops from the garrison of 
Tlemcen to the relief of the sufferers at Seb- 
don. Unhappily the convoy a day or 80 
later was snowed up in the Talterney 
Pass, and it was some time before 
the authorities at Tlemcen became 
aware of the danger to which the convoy was 
exposed. An additional force of troops was 
then sent out from Tlemcen, with instructions 
to push on at all hazards to the relief of the 
snowed-up troops and afterwards, if possible, 
to assist the convoy in pushing on to 
Sebdon. The second detachment of 
troops managed to reach Talterney Pass, 
and Jan. 15 it was announced that the convoy 
had been extricated from its perilous position, 
and that the road over which it was passing 
was then open to travel. This doubtless must 
have referred only to the route between 
Tlemcen and Talterney Pass, for 
today information was received in 
Algiers to the effect that the 
attempt to provision Sebdon had failed; that 
the district was hopelessly snowed up, and 
that the troops were continuing their efforts 
to open up a line of communication 
with Sebdon. Grave apprehensions 
are felt as to the eventual fate

Then again 
the high winds which have been prevailing 
gréatly hinder the work of the troops, raising 
huge heaps of drift snow in places the sol- 
diers have previously cleared. This greatly 
discourages the men. The troops also suffer 
from lack of fuel.

Perrin Convicted of Receiving Money 
Stolen from the Hurley Bank—Sentenced 
to Pay $100 and Costs—A Detective Be- 
lieved to Have Been Murdered by White 
Caps—An Advertising Agent in Jail at 
St. Paul. 


Wicuira, Kas., Jan. 17.—[Special.]—A con- 
templated wholesale jail delivery of murder- 
ers and probably murder itself was discovered 
this morning by the Sheriff. of Sedgwick 
County, and the conspiratots within the jail 
and those who were assisting from the out- 
side are now in the black hole. The Sheriff, 
it seems, suspected his prisoners and while on 
watch early this morning he heard the rasp- 
ing of a file, With the aid of the jailer he 
made a thorough search of the cells and their 
inmates and brought to light keys and saws of 
all kinds and a big revolver, which was tied 
closely to one of the murderer’s groins. There 
were four prisoners in the cell where the tools 
were found—three murderers from Oklahoma 
and one man in for petit larceny. The latter 
turned State’s evidence and gave the names of 
those on the outside assisting in the proposed 
delivery, and as a consequence W. Hart of 
Oklahoma City and Pat Morris of Arkansas 
City, both old jail-bairds, have been arrested 
and incarcerated, On one of them was 
found a letter from the jail giving a 
sketch of the interior, referring to the con- 
templated escape, and also stating that any 
one barring the escape of the prisoners, once 
they got out of their cell, would be shot down. 


SENTENCED TO PAY $100 AND COSTS. 


Perrin, Who Was Implicated in the Hurley 
Robbery, Gets Off Easily. 
Osnxosn, Wis., Jan. 17.—[Special.]—Upon 
the payment of a fine of $100 and costs of the 
trial, aggregating 81,928, Leonard Perrin, re- 
cently convicted of having and concealing 
money stolen from the Hurley Bank, walked 
out of the court-room this forenoon. As Per- 
rin is worth in the neighborhood of $100,000 
the sentence is no hardship.

To send Per- 
rin to the peuitentiary would benefit no one, 
and the prisoner’s previous good reputation 
and other circumstances should have a mitiga- 
ting influence. Col. Byrnes, chief detective of 
the United States Express company, who col- 
lected the evidence in the case, intimates that 
Perrin is by no means through, and the belief 
is that he will be arrested again in a few days 
for passing some of the same money in an- 
other county.

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THE PEORIA CLUB ASKS ADVICE ON A 
PERPLEXING QUESTION, | 


A “Tribune” Reporter Secures the Opinion 
of a Number of Prominent Chicago Min- 
isters—The Club Bases Its Inquiry on a 
Verse of the Second Chapter of Genesis 
~The Hebrew Scholars Get Down The 
Bibles—What They Say. 


Tun Trreunsz bas received from the Peoria 
Bicycle Club the following affecting appeal 
for light and advice: 

The second chapter of Gen second . 
says: And on the seventh 1 God ended his 
work which he had madeand he rested on the 
seventh day from all his work which he had 
made.“ Do you think that the word ended. in 
this case, means that God really did any labor on 
the seventh day? 

As it is evident that the members of the Pe- 
oria Bicycle Club are passing through a pain- 
ful mental struggle over a question of rehg- 
ious duty, and as the question which they pro- 
pound is a purely theological one, a reporter 
called on several leading ministers of the gos- 
pel yesterday and presented it for their con- 
sideration, in hope of deciding authoritatively 
whether these young mencould go on the road 
with their bicycles every Sunday morning 
until 11 o’clock without being guilty of Sab- 
bath desecration. The first of these divines 
who was interrogated was the Rev. Dr. Sam- 
uel Ives Curtiss, Professor 8f Hebrew in the 
Chicago Theological Seminary. 

The professor seemed to appreciate fully the 
conscientious scruples of the Peesas bicyclers 
and gave their query a calm and patient con- 
sideration, but then unfeelingly said: 

Jo put it mildly, I should call this inquiry 
a quibble, such as une might expect from a 
fourth-rate lawyer. The preceding and suc- 
ceeding context is enough to make the matter 
plain to any one who seriously desired to 
understand the passage. In the first chapter,“ 
he said, picking up a Hebrew Bible and read- 
ing itas rapidly as he would English, “ you 
see that Goa created man and the animal 
creation on the sixth day. In the first verse 
of the second chapter it is reiterated that the 
heavens and the earth had been finished. 
Then, in the second verse, after saying that 
God ended his work on the seventh day, it is 
said that God rested on that day., If this does 
not mean plainly that God rested all of the 
seventh day, I do not see how any words could 
convey that idea.” 

“Does the original Hebrew throw any ad- 
ditional light on it?“ 

Les, a little. The word translated end- 
ed here might just as properly have been 
translated had ended,’ in the pluperfect; and 
the word on might just as properly have 
been rendered ‘at.’ The sentence, therefore, 
might just as well read, At the seventh day 
God had ended his work which he had made; 
and he rested on the seventh day from all his 
work which he had made.’ I might add that 
the Septuagint presents a significant variation 
from the Hebrew, and reads On the sixth 
day God ended his work which he had made; 
and he rested on the seventh day from all his 
work which he had made,’ If anything else 
were needed, the p e is made plain by the 
practice of the ancient Jews in the observance 
of the seventh day as the Sabbath. It never 
entered into their heads that God worked on 
the seventh day nor that they might; and 
surely they understood their own language.“ 

Thinks It a Pettifogging Question. 
The Rev. Dr. H. O. Rowlands, pastor of the 
La Salle Avenue Baptist Church said, as he 
lanced at his Hebrew Bible: ‘I cannot see 
re any possibility of making the word 
‘ended,’ in the perfect tense, mean ‘had 
ended,’ in the pluperfect tense, nor of making 
the preposition ‘on’ mean ‘at,’ But it seems 
to me that a criticism of the original is not 
needed to make this verse plain. It is plain 
enough in itself, indeed. but is plainer still in 
view of the anys agra which expressly 
says that God finis the creation of man 
and the animal creation on the sixth day. 
This is corroborated in the decalogue in Ex., 
XX., 11, where it is said: Inu six days the 
Lord made heaven and earth and all that in 
them is, and rested the seventh day; where- 
fore the Lord blessed the Sabbath-Day and 
hallowed it.. 

“Then you think the query has not much 
merit?“ 

None at all. I should call it ttifogging. 
The meaning of the words in n. i., 2, 18 
that the Creator ceased from the work of crea- 
tion on the seventh day, or the seventh por- 
tion of the creative era or won, and that he 
blessed it, or distinguished it above other days 
or ons by a special regard, and set it apart 
from common to secular use, consecrating it 
as atime of sacred rest. It should be ob- 
served further that God’s ‘rest’ was not a 
cessation from activity. Stagnation could not 
be predicated of the ‘living God.’ He rested

Inclined to Be Liberal. 


The Rev. Dr. S. J. McPherson, pastor of the 
Second Presbyterian Church, said: I have a 
short method with this que In my view 
the obligation to observe the Sabbath does not 
rest on the institution of the Jewish Sabbath; 
and this verse in Gen. ii., 2 no more to do 
with the Sabbath question than any other 
verse in the Bible. If we are to get our Sab- 
bath out of the Old Testament, then I should 
say that the Seventh Day Adventists and the 
Seventh Day Baptists are right in observing 
Saturday instead of Sunday. 

“ What sort of Sabbathdo you believe in 
then? 

“I believe in the Sabbath of Jesus and of 
Paul, but not of the modern Pharisees. I do 
not believe in the Christian Sabbath as a posi- 
tive divine institution, but as a providential 
and conventional agreement, e find that, 
asa matter of fact, Christian people have 
agreed and for all ages continued to observe a 
particular day in the week as a day of rest and 
worship. We find also that this observance is 
not only an incalculable blessing to the tem- 

ral as well as the spiritual interests of 

umanity, but that it is absolutely indispen- 
sable to the well-being of the human family. 
Therefore, we are under a solemn obligation 
on the ground of Christian humanitarian ex- 
pediency to conform to the usage. 

How about bicycling every Sunday morn- 
ing up to the hour of church service?“ 

" Well, I believe, with Jesus, that the Sab- 
bath was made for man and not man for the 
Sabbath. I do not believe in cast-iron rules 
concerning the day. We are to make the most 
we can o : of it for soul and body, and there 
may be cases in which this would include a 
ride on a bicycle or in a carriage Sunday, for 
all I know. - In general I am opposed both to 
the bicycle or the carriage Sunday, but I can 
easily imagine circumstances under which I 
gvould approve of and use both. Whenever a 
man begins to refine on this thing, and to ask 
exactly what he may do and what he may not 
ao on this day, he has got away from the 
spirit of it, 8 ife, and gone to the 
letter, wh:ch killeth.

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CREGIER HAS ENEMIES. 


EVEN HIS OWN WINE-AND-WHISEIES 
ANI SADLY DIVIDED. 


The Election Friday Shows That the Oppo- 
' ition Is Not by Any Means Confined to 
' the Silk-Stockings—How the Mayor's 
— Ticket Was Carried Through — What 
There Was at Stake — That Citizens’ 
~Movement—Other Features of the Polit- 
ical Situation. 


That the opposition to Cregier’s renomina- 
tion for Mayor is not confined to silk-stock- 
ings of the kind who had their feet under ex- 
Minister Winston’s mahogany some days ago 
was proved Friday at the election of the Wine- 
and-Whiskies. This has been recognized as a 
distinctively Cregier organization. Nearly all 
the City-Hall employés who could afford to 
pay the initiation fee have been members. 
Those who have been able to keep up their 
monthly dues are yet members. It is the 
favorite meeting ground for Henry Hamilton, 
Talleyrand Murray, Charley Crain, and the 
others who own the Administration. Yet the 
ticket put up by them for officers of the organ- 

tion came near being beaten Friday. It 
would have been beaten out of sight but for 
the fact that late in the day some men with 
eash put up money to pay the delinquent dues 
of certain City-Hall employés. In many cases 
it would have been beaten if the more con- 
servative and respectable members had 
turned out to vote. They didnot, Theystaid 
away because they did not believe the Creiger 
fellows could be routed, and they did not want 
to be accused of being factionists. More than 
half the nominees on the opposition ticket did 
not go near the voting-place.

Protection in Canada—A Word About the 
Loyalty of Its Beneficiaries. 
In an article in Macmillan’s for January on the 
McKinley bill and the result of the November 
elections in the United States, Mr. Goldwin 
Smith says: “ Tofancy that the McKinley act 
was directed against Canada and intended to 
coerce her into joining the American Union is 
absurd. It was no more directed against her 
than it was directed against England or the rest 
of the world. Its general object was to confirm 
and increase protection. Its particular object 
was to secure the votes of the farmers, who 
afterlong paying for protection without shar- 
ing it had at last awakened to the fact, and 
though they voted with the party in the 
last Presidential election * — — to 
i ance.

Especially there will be 
an increase of the exodus from Quebec, the 
products of which are not of a class fit for ex- 
portation to distant markets, so that the people 
will have either to suffer or to decamp. 


The Canadian Protectionists. 


The act, however, was received with ill-con- 
cealed joy in Canada by the protected manufact- 
urers, who saw that it was plunging us all deeper 
in protection, by the Government which depends 
on their support, and by the jingoes who wish to 
keep up — between Canada and the 
United States. efore the McKinley act had 
passed, or was sure to pass, and while, at an 
rate, there was still hope of amendments whic 
would have been beneficial to Canada Sir John 
Macdonald proclaimed a tariff war by striking out 
of his Tariff act the standing offer of recipro- 
city in natural products which up to that time it 
had contained, while one of his colleagues ex- 
pressly declared that the reciprocity even in 
natural products would be an evil—the most 
direct defiance of natural law perhaps that has 
been witnessed since the dark ages. aving thus 
thrown down the gauntlet, Sir John Macdonald at 
a political picnic broke out into the language of 
defiance. The United States,” he said,“ were 
determined to have Canada, and were trying by 
a restrictive trade policy (as though Sir John’s 
own trade policy was not restrictive!) to force 
Canadians to sell out their flag and 
their allegiance to their sovereign. But Cana- 
dians were not so mean, sordid, traitorous, and 
unworthy of their ancestors as to sell their herit- 
age for a mess of pottage or a pot of gold. What 
had Canada to gain by joining the United States 
with their mass of foreign ignorance and vice? 
They would have revolutions, while she could sit 
calmly and quietly under the British flag and look 
with philosophy upon the struggles of a fierce 
democracy.” Sir John Macdonald probably knew 
as well as anybody t the object of the 
McKinley act was, like that of his own na- 
tional policy,“ to catch votes, and that he was 
uttering the merest blatherskite when he said 
that its aim was to make Canada sell her flag. 
His colleagues harangued in the same strain, and 
the Governor-General chimed in so far as official 
decorum would permit. The rank and file of 
jingoism, of course, bettered the example of their 
chiefs. Not content with pouring upon the 
Yankees a torrent of blustering abuse they cele- 
brated in the most offensive manner the victory of 

ueenston Heights, gained over the Americans in 

e last war, hoisting flags over the publicechools 
and making school children parade, though with 
little countenance be it said from any leading 
citizens or the more responsible part of the com- 
munity. All this duly finds its way to Washing- 
ton through the consular reports and assists the 
British Ambassador in his efforts to arrive ata 
friendly settlement of the fisheries and Bering 
Sea disputes. If the British Government wants 
those questions settled it had better take the 
negotiations into its own hands. 


Protectionist Loyalty. 


Between American and Canadian litics the 
sympathy is close. In Canada as well as among 
the Americans it seems that a revolt against 
monopoly and corruption is coming. With both 
those powers of evil Canadians as well as Ameri- 
cans have to fight. Macdonaldism may follow 
McKinleyism to the tomb. In that contest, it is 
to be feared, belief in hollow profession of supe- 
rior loyalty will draw British sympathy and what- 
ever influence the Home Government may possess 
tothe wrong side, Yet it might be supposed 
that professions of superior 2 to Great 
Britain would be received with caution from 
the men who at the same time court the votes 
of Canadian manufacturers by imposing protect- 
ive duties on British goods. Colonial attachment 
tothe mother country is genuine, strong, disin- 
terested, and common to all British Canadians. 
But “loyalty” is something transcendental and 
not always so easy to understand. Our comic pa- 

r at Toronto, which often speaks the truth in 
jest. represents a protected manufacturer as 
pressed to display the loyalty which he loudly 
professes by adopting the suggestion of the Times 
and giving free admission to British goods. He 
replies that he does not understand loyalty in that 
way. Some day, however, he will go to England, 
deliver loyal orations, disparage the Yankees, de- 
nounce the annexationists, and come back a 
knight.

HOW MANY MEN ARE OUT? 


STRIKING TELEGRAPH OPERATORS 
CLAIM 350 HAVE RESIGNED, 


Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Railroad 
Officials Maintain, However, That Only 
Seventy-two Have Quit and That Some 
Are Applying for Reinstatement—Sym- 
pathy for the Striking Knights of the 
Key from Outside Points. 

To outsiders the magnitude of the strike of 
the telegraph operators and station agents on 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad 
resolves itself into a question of veracity as 
between Grand Chief Thurston of the Order 
of Railway Telegraphers and the strikers’ 
committee on the one side arid General Man- 
ager Earling on the other. Perhaps the 
veracity of the strikers themselves is hkewise 
involved. 

According to Mr. Thurston there were 350 
men out yesterday. Telegraphic reports were 
received of other resignations, but the com- 
mittee issued instructions not to use the 
wires, as they were not to be trusted. 

All reports of resignations are received by 
mail, and of these there were about 350. It 
was alse reported that more would follow. 
The reports indicated that the men who had 
been hired to take the places of strikers were 
not reliable of experienced men, but 
students, or untrustworthy people, like an 
embezzler just released from the penitentiary, 
who is said to have been put in charge of a 
certain station in Iowa. It was claimed by 
the committee that the company had not sent 
instructions to receive back all of the strikers 
who wanted to come. 

The committee issued a bulletin to the men 
who had gone out to keep at work upon those 
who yet remained loyal to the company, and 
it sent out ageuts along the whole system. 
Mr. Thurston claims that the trouble has 
already cost the company more than the re- 
duction in the pay of the telegraphers 
amounted to, and that the business of the 
company will suffer seriously, as the new men 
do not understand the business, and shippers, 
especially in the smaller places, are in sym- 

athy with the men and are using competin 

— wherever possible. That the running o 

trains is interfered with to any great extent 

the committee does not claim, nor was it their 
intention to cause such interference. 

„We e want to show the company,” said a 
committeeman, that it cannot reduce the 
operators and agents whenever it gives an ad- 
vance to engineers and firemen, or has other 
losses. This lesson will teach it that such a 
course will cost it more than it can make in 
that way.“ 

Says There Is No Strike, 

On the other hand, the officials of the com- 
pany declare that there is no strike. 

It is just as it was yesterday,” said Mr. 
Earling. There were seventy-two men who 
resigned, If you call it a strike when that 
number out of a total of 1,700 men in that 
branch of the service resign, then there was a 
strike. I don't call it a strike. We have bet- 
ter means of knowing how many men are out 
than Mr. Thurston has. The men may have 
resigned to him, but they are not out until 
they have resigned to the company. 

The places of those who have resigned 
have been filled with good men, not with 
‘students’ or tramps. Good operators are 

lentiful, in spite of the assertion of Mr. 

hurston to the contrary. There is no strike 
and the running of trains is not impeded in 
the least. Only three men left since yester- 
day and they were at places where we had both 
an operator and an agent.

Many men are already sorry that they left 
us and have asked to be reinstated. I suppose

The statements of the two sides in the strike 
are irreconcilable. If it is true that only 
seventy-two men went out, then the claim 
that 250 are idle is untrue. Bui there is no 
doubt that the strikers’ committee has re- 
ceived reports that so many have quit. ‘The 
committee sent out blank reports of resigna- 
tions to every man on the line whose name 
was signed to the pledge to resign. Their re- 
ports were to be filed and sent in to the com- 
mittee after the men had resigned. 

Of such reports 350 or thereabouts have 
been received. The conclusion is open that 
the men sent in reports of their resignations 
to the committee and, at the same time, re- 
mained at work, deceiving their own com- 
mittee.

DEMOCRATIC OUTRAGES IN OHIO. 


The Cincinnati Election Troubles of 1884 
Under Discussion. 

Wasmxorox, D. C., Jan. 17.—The House 
went into Committee of the Whole on the 
District of Columbia Appropriation bill. A 
long discussion, foreign to the bill before the 
committee, ensued. 

Mr. Richardson of Tennessee sent up a num- 
ber of clippings from Ohio newspapers re- 
porting outrages upon negroes in Ohio. 

Mr. Grosvenor said the outrages occurred 
m strongly Democratic districts. No man in 
Ohio, he declared, ever failed to receive ab- 
solute. protection for all his rights, civil and 
political, because he wasa colored man. A 
single exception occurred in 1884. A Demo- 
cratic Lieutenant of Police in Cin- 
cinnati the night before election ar- 
rested 168 negroes and confined them 
in a basement of the Hammond Street 
Station until after election, access to them be- 
ing absolutely refused. Then the false cry 
was started that the men did nof live in Cin- 
cinnati. It was contemptibly false and was 80 
adjudged in court by J Baxter. The 
Lieutenant stood in court there absolutely 
crushed, and the only defense he made was 
1 the Democrats had hired and paid him to 

o it. 5 

Mr. Springer of Illinois said he was a mem- 
ber of the committee appointed to investigate 
the Ohio election in 1884. He declared the 
testimony showed that all but two of the ne- 
groes arrested were not legal voters in Cin- 
cinnati.

ST. PAUL ROADS WORRIED 


AGREEMENT FOR EQUALIZING RATES 
REPUDIATED BY THE 800. 


This, and the National Dispatch Line Will 
Continue to Cut Rates Via Mackinaw— 
An Appeal Made by the Chicago Road 
to the Trunk Lines—The Western Ter- 
ritorial Committee Resigns — Eastern 
Railways Will Stop Paying Commis- 
sions—Santa Fe Officers in Troubfle. 


The agreement made between the managing 
officers of the trunk lines and the representa- 
tives of the roads between Chicago and St. 
Paul, whereby the Soo line was to be com- 
pelled to charge the lowest combined locals 
from the seaboard to St. Paul via its Mack- 
inaw route, has gone to pieces again, and the 
indications are that the Chicago-St. Paul 
lines will have to reduce their rates in order to 
meet the competition of the Soo line. The 
combined local rates via Chicago now in effect 
are on the basis of $1.30 by the first-class lines 
and $1.20 by the National Dispatch line. The 
rate by the Soo line had been $1.05, and it 
was directed to make the rate $1.20 in order 
to avoid a reduction by the lines from Chica- 
go to St. Paul. Traffic Manager Short of the 
“Soo” line, who was present at the New 
York meeting, said his company would 
accept the $1.20 rate provided the 
National Dispatch line (which was not 
represented at the meeting) would join in 
the agreement. It was thought that the Na- 
tional Dispatch would gladly join in the ar- 
rangement, as it was to its interest to do so, 
and consequently notice was given of the set- 
tlement effected at New York. It appears, 
however, that the Soo line, which was never 
any too anxious to give Chicago roads a fair 
show in the matter of rates, succeeded in in- 
ducing General Manager Porteous of the Na- 
tional Dispatch to withhold his consent to the 
new agreement, and thus avoid raising its own 
rates from the seaboard to St. Paul above the 
$1.05 basis. The “Soo” line has notified 
shippers that it will continue to make the 
above rate notwithstanding the New York 
agreement. 

Having been notified of the repudiation of 
the agreement for the equalization of rates 
via Chicago and via Mackinaw by the Soo ”’ 
line and National Dispatch the General 
Freight Agents of the roads between Chicago 
and St. Paul held a meeting yesterday at the 
office of Chairman Osgood of the Western and 
Northwestern Divisions of the Western 
Freight Associations to decide what action 
was necessary to be taken under the 
circumstances. The opinion was freely ex- 
pressed that unless the Soo“ line and Na- 
tional Dispatch can be induced to submit to 
an equalization of rates from the seaboard to 
St. Paul via Chicago and via Mackinaw the 
Chicago-St. Paul lines would be compelled to 
make a reduction in the rates from Chicago to 
St. Paul. Betore taking such action, however, 
it was deemed advisable to request Chairman 
Goddard of the Trunk Line ‘Association to call 
another conference of Eastern and Northwest- 
ern roads with a view of effecting an amicable 
adjustment of the matter. 


WILL STOP PAYING COMMISSIONS. 


Roads East of Chicago Determined to Wipe

Out the Practice. 

So far as the Central Traffic and Trunk Line 
Association roads are concerned the practice 
of paying commissions for the sale of tickets 
to anybody will cease Feb. 1, 1891, and it is 
only a question of a short time when the roads 
west of Chicago will have to follow the ex- 
ample.

Correspondent Stevens Tells Where He Got 


His Information. 

Wasmmoron, D. C., Jan. 17.—The House 
Silver Pool Investigation Committee began 
its inquiry this morning. Mr. W. R. Stevens, 
the principal Washington correspondent of 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, which paper 
first printed the charges of a Congressional 
silver pool, was the first witness. The article 
in the Globe-Democrat was shown to Mr. 
Stevens. He identified it as having been pre- 
pared by hiinself from statements made to 
him by others. Witness had an interview 


with J. A. Owenby in which the statements 


given were made. Could not locate Owenby 
exactly, but he was managing the Silver 
Reef mine in Utah and could, witness 
thought, be reached without difficulty. Wit- 
ness had no personal knowledge of any Sen- 
ator or Representative being engaged in a 
silver pool, and never any member 
say anything with regard to his own connec- 
tion with silver. The Owenby interview was 
not submitted to Owenby after being written. 
Qwenby mentioned some names which wit- 
ness left out in writing. His personal knowl- 
edge as to the conduct of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives went only to the extent of the inter- 
view.

LIFE IN THE SUGAR CANE 


AN EXPORTER ON SPAIN’S 
AND TAX-BURDENED ISLAND. 


W. H. Dodge Says the Transportation Facil- 
ities Are Poor, the Houses Curious, the 
Women Handsome, the People in Favor 
of Reciprocity, and the Taxes Ruinous— 
Everything Not Lovely in the Sandwich 
Islands—John B. Drake’s Birthday Pres- 
ent—Hotel Arrivals, 

Wiliam H. Dodge, an exporter of sugar 
from Cienfuegos, Cuba, registered at the 
Palmer House yesterday. Cienfuegos is about 
850 miles northwest of Santiago, and has a 
population of about 30,000, half of whom, Mr. 
Dodge says, are English-speaking people. 

„Our commerce with the United States is 
extensive, said Mr. Dodge, sugar being the 
chief article of export. Every year thousands 


is in the midst of the sugar cane district, and 
many more thousand tons of this product 
would be sent to America were the transporta- 
tion facilities better. On many of the planta- 
tions last year the price of raw sugar was so 
low that the planters could not afford to cut 
the cane, and it was allowed to rot. The 
commerce between the United States and Cuba 
is not large enough. The exporters here 
should look toward the island more than they 
do, for there are thousands of articles here 
that could be exchanged for sugar at immense 
profit. The City of Cienfuegos should not be 
neglected, either. Improved farm machinety 
1s also much needed on the island. In 
Matinaz such a thing asa steel plow is un- 
known. The farmers there use a rude 
crooked-stick plow exactly like that the Egyp- 
tians worked with 2,000 years ago. Butter is 
rarely found in the Matinaz district, the cat- 
tle being too poorly fed to furnish milk that 
contains cream. But oleomargarine that is 
made in this country is found in many of the 
farmhouses. 

These farmhouses are curiously construct- 
ed buildings. Each one of them suggests 4 
small fort. Every Cuban suspects his neigh- 
bor, and the houses are built to stand a siege. 
They are of stone, with an open court in the 
center. Every window has iron bars, and 
both windows and doors are bullet-proof. 
Such precaution against an invasion seems to 
be unnecessary ; I never heard of any trouble 
among the natives. Probably the precaution 
taken, however, prevents any disturbances.

Territorial Division Could Not Be Arranged 
by the Freight Committee. 

The Committee of Traffic Managers and 
General Freight Agents of the various roads 
in the territory of the new Western Traffic 
Association, which was convened by President 
Roswell Miller to arrange territorial divisions 
under the new agreement, struck a. snag yes- 
terday that it was unable to surmount. The 
Great Northern railway, which was not rep- 
resented the day before, was ready 
to take part in =the proceedings, 
Traffic Manager Peter Paul Shelby having 
reached Chicago in the morning. It was not 
the Great Northern, however, which was re- 
sponsible for the committee’s inability to ar- 
range territorial divisions. The blame is laid 
upon the Chicago & Northwestern, which it is 
claimed, demanded that the Lake Superior re- 
gion in Minnesota should be excluded from 
the territory of the association.

“In the midst of a puddly moor,” says Emer- 
son,“ I am ashamed to say how glad I feel.“ 
What is this but the thrill of a life reaching up 
from we know not what, stretching out to we 
know not where, faintly understood by all, by 
many not comprehended at all, and yet whatever 
and wherever it be the only reality, the only fact 
in all our being. It is this invisible life that is 
the subject of God in His World,” an interest- 
ing book, an extraordinary book, and one that has 
attracted much attention; but that it will be 


text is the mastership of life—the everlasting 


lines from the opening chapter will give some 
idea of its style: 

„Ot this life which ye call yours, but which is 
divine, ye may not touch the laws which have al- 
ways their full operation, ye may mar its type 
and darken for yourselves its meaning, but the 
field of your conscious doings and undoings, of 
your constructions and misconstructions, of your 
antagonisms and dissipatious, of your problem 
making and problem solving, is unto this life as 
an island unto the ocean, which tolerateth it yet 
overwhelmeth it with its currents and tidal waves, 
cleansing it betimes with its healthful storms 
and shaking it with ite mighty convulsions.” It 
will be seen from the extract just quoted that the 
book is rhapsodical, in parts almost mystical ; 
but apart, however, from its form it 
is a tracing of natural religion 
from the naive sensibility of the earliest Aryan 
faith’ through Vedic chants and Homeric verse 
down to an ever-lowering development of mythol- 
ogic symbols until the Divine necessity of life it- 
self, the never-dying Master, took new flesh and 
form in the incarnation, 

There are many things in this book hard to be 
understood, there are many things susceptible of 
being misunderstood, and yet we cannot but com- 
mend it to any one interested in the study of nat- 
ural religion. It is from the spiritual and philo- 
sophical point of view as well asthe historical 
that we must learn to study this subject. There 
are many beautiful and poetic passages, full of 
deep thought and beautiful allegory; but 
is it not true, after all, that all at- 
tempts to put into black and white the 
consciousness that defies even our spiritual grasp 
must fail? and so perhaps we come more to real- 
ize, to cling to the divine in all things, to be 
thankful for art, for music, for nature, those 
three great languages without words of the soul. 
And to all these, akin to all tnese, Christ comes, 
not as the break, the exception in the natural or- 
der, but as the life which is our master, the true 
and perfect life, the only realization of every 
dimly understood longing.

A singularly interesting book has just been 
published called The Great Discourse.” It is a 
compilation under topical heads of all the 
recorded-words of Jesus, omitting all contexts. 

It is singular in this that no one apparently 
has ever thought of doing it before, it 
is most interesting in the now light it 
throws upon the teachings of Christ as well as 
upon the subjects under which they are grouped. 
The range of topics isa wide one and embraces 
almost every vital question. Many a man who 
rants of free thougmt would be surprised if he 
would sit down and read quietly what Jesus 
Christ said about the same thing. 

We have grown up to read our Bibles, or not 
read them, as a fetich—a form, something be- 
ginning with Verily and ending with Amen.“ 
We need to go back to Christ’s words as words of 
ife and power. 

A short extract from the author's apologia (he 
is, we happen to know, an army officer) will best 
explain his object: 

This work is a growth developed from the 
spiritual needs of one who belonged to that large 
body of men who are drifting, and who, though 
boru and bred under Christian influences and not 
openly at war with its philosophy, have yet 
been thrown out of adjustment with its working 
through the operation of modern materialism and 
critical rationalism. 

Its purpose is ttain a more direct and per- 
sonal contact witli the Christ through his words 
than is afforded by a general reading of the Gos- 
pels .. . and to gather together in a coherent 
arrangement all of his utterances upon every 
topic, so as thereby to present the divine philoso- 
phy in its integrity as its own witness, a compact 
and interdependent whole. 


' * 

In the beginning of this article we spoke of the 
mystical and hidden things of life; before closing 
we would turn to the other side, the practical. 
None, whether Christian or not, can afford to 
go without reading Prof. Ely's Social Aspects of 
Christianity.“ The Suthor—professor of polit- 
ical economy in Johns Hopkins University and 
author of The Labor Movement in America 
needs no introduction to thinking men and 
women. 

The book of which we are now speaking is not 
recent, having been published last year, but we 
speak of it now because it deserves to be widely 
known and to be read and reread, It is not a 
book on Christianity—that, as the author says, 
can take care of itself. As the author well says, 
it is the churches that have fallen away from the 
working classes, not the working classes from the 
churches. 

A theological school ought to be in large meas- 
ure a place to learn sociology and true political 
economy of the highest kind—that based on the 
Kingdom of God and his righteousness, not a 
mere seminary for theological learning. The true 
modern thought is coming to find out that Christ 
came to reveal life and the only perfect life the 
world ever has seen or will see. How, then, can 
we reconcile with this a Ouristianity that reso- 
lutely refuses to look at any question unless it is 
not of this world? 

Pure government, and right laws, and justice to 
all men, and the details of these, are as much in 
the proper sphere of the Church of God as are the 
Articlesof Faith. Imagine the result in one week 
if every Christian should begin tomorrow to make 
his religion consist in doing right to every one. 
Do laboring men teel that they are better off with 
Christian employers and landlords? Do they 
find that such fact insures them better treatment? 
Do they flock to the Christian merchant or bank- 
er knowing that they are sure to find there se- 


money? We fear that they do none of these things 
for good cause. The eternal truth stands; the 
Christ stands, a never erring pole star declaring 
truth, but, alas fur us his so-called witnesses. 
Social inequalities and evils come from all hu- 
man selfishness, but they press downwards only. 
It is the poor who chafe ana suffer, because they 
must take their surroundings as they find them. 
We suppose that the money wasted and stolen in 
the Administration of acity like Chicago, if hon- 
estly and wisely spent, would make the 
poorest slums as well paved and 
lighted and drained as Michigan avenue and give 
the poorest workingmana chanceto livein as 
much relative neatness and comfort as the million- 
aire. 

It is not wealth the poor want; it is only the 
chance to live like human beings. There is a vast 
lot of nonsense talked about rising in life,” and 
nowhere more than herein the West. Every boy is 
told he can be President, or, better still, be rich. 
It is held up as the apparent goal of everything 
and everybody. 

But the world is never going to consist entirely 
of Presidents or of millionaires. 

We who have acompetence do not envy the 
‘millionaires, nor does the workingman envy us or 
them. Very likely he is happier than either. 
What he does want, what he has the right 
to want, and what he is bound to have 
is the power to earn by honest work what society 
owes to him and his children—a decent existence. 
If this be socialism it bears a close resemblance 
to Christianity. We earnestly commend Mr. Ely's 
work to every one interested in these great ques- 
tions. Itis infinitely more practical and help- 
ful than dozens of Looking Backwards.” 

We cannot do better than close this subject 
with a passage from Alton Locke, quoted by 
Prof. Ely: I believe that a man might be, as a 
tailor or a costermonger, every inch of him a 
saint and ascholarand a gentieman, for 1 have 
seen some few such already. I believe hundreds 
of thousands would be so if their business were 
put on a Christian footing and themselves given 
by education, sanitary reforms, etc., the means of 
developing their own latent capabilities. I think

to be little in excess of 70 per cent of the yield 
of 1889, the difference in selling values is justi- 
fied by the lessened supply. British North 
America and the West Indies have slightly in- 
creased their imports of corn in spite of the 
difference in cost, but all other countries show 
a big falling off in demand. Last November 
Great Britain and Ireland took only 317,136 
bushels against 8,956,042 a year previously. It 
may be asked if there is not also an enormous 
decrease in the domestic consumption of corn 
because of the greater scarcity and cost, espe- 
cially as the winter is a mild one thus far, per- 
mitting a large saving in feed to live stock. 


THE LAKE-FRONT AND THE EXPOSITION. 

As the moth will persist in fluttering around 
the fatal flame of the candle, so the World’s 
Fair directors will persist in the idea that they 
can do something on the Lake-Front east of 
the Illinois Central tracks. Yet they should 
have learned that it is impossible for them to 
reconcile the jarring and conflicting interests 
which have to be conciliated. If the Fair 
were to be ten years hence they might with 
good luck be able todo it. But the Exposition 
must open a little over two years from now. 
Therefore this discussion about moving the 
Illinois Central tracks 600 feet east of the pres- 
ent right of way, filling in some of the sub- 
merged land, and erecting buildings thereon is 
the veriest moonshine. If the Council, the 
Legislature, the road, the War Department, 
the directors, and the property-owners on 
Michigan avenue were to come to an agree- 
ment, and if the directors had the money to 
throw away in piling and filling, there would 
not be time enough to do the work and also 
to put up the buildings by May, 1893. 

If there is not room enough on the Lake- 
Front as it is to put up more than the one per- 
manent Art Building, which all agree must go 
there, then place everything but that at Jack- 
son Park. Under those conditions that is the 
only thmg which can be done, for sooner or 
later everybody will have to recognize that to 
be true which Taz TMRUN recognized long 
ago, that there is nothing to be gained by try- 
ing to go east of the tracks. If there was ever 
any prospect of doing anything there it failed 
last summer when the negotiations which 
were being carried on fell through. Even the 
most sanguine ought to see it is too late to 
renew them. 

One reason why it was s claimed to be advis- 
able to have many buildings on the Lake- 
Front was that it would divide the crowd— 
that if this were not done everybody would 
try to reach Jackson Park, and it would be 
impossible to furnish the means of getting 
there. But this is an imaginary fear. While 
allthose who cometo Chicago during the 
summer of 1893 will visit the Fair, it is safe to 
say that not over about half of the visitors 
who are in town ona given day will spend 
that day at the Exposition. There are other 
sights to be seen. Some will inspect the 
South Side boulevards, some the Sheridan 
road, and others the handsome West Side 
boulevards which will be in existence by that 


time. Many will look around to see 
where they can invest their capital 
to advantage, to find a good bargain 


in real estate or an opportunity to go into 
business. Besides, there is nothing to hinder 


the Illinois Central from laying more tracks 


and providing for the accommodation of an 
It can do it 
if it chooses. And, under any circumstances, 
there will be one building on the Lake-Front 
—the Art Building—which will always be full 
to its utmost capacity. The citizens of Chi- 
cago need not imagine that if the Fair is con- 
centrated at Jackson Park they wiflsee the 
visitors to the city only in the morning and at 
night. They will find the down-town streets 
crowded and packed with them during busi- 
ness hours. 

Another reason given for having seve 
buildings on the Lake-Front was that t 
could be kept open in the evening, while 
nobody would go as far away from the city as 
Jackson Park at that time of the day. It is 
probable that those who talk after this fashion 
stay close at home of summer nights, and 
know nothing of the human tide that pours 
into the South Side parks on pleasant even- 
ings. Ifitisso great with the present in- 
complete transportation facilities, what will it 
be when the Fair brings with it more perfect 
ones, when it will be possible t» reach the 
park by rail in fifteen minutes for 5 cents or 
to reach it moreslowly but more pleasantly on 
any one of a fleet of steamers? Who will not 
be glad to escape from the smoke and dust of 
the city to the pure air and cool breezes of 
Jackson Park? Citizens and visitors will 
avail themselves of these privileges with 
delight. 

So let the Lake-Front infatuation come to 
an end. It has lasted long enough and has 
cost too much time. Determine what build- 
ings are to be put on the Lake-Front as it is 
and have the plans prepared and the contracts 
let. If there is room there only for the per- 
manent Art Building tell the architects so and 
let them make their plans accordingly. There 
is so much to be done before May of 1393 that 
no time should be wasted. 


STATE BANKS IN CHICAGO. 

Few people have any corrett idea of the 
magnitude of the business transacted by the 
seventeen State banks in this city. The fol- 
lowing are the footings of the more important 
items in their reports made in answer to the 
call by the State Auditor for the date Dec. 21, 
1890:

The items for individual banks are not all 
published, but the following totals of loans 
and discounts for afew of the more promi- 
nent will beof interest: Corn Exchange, 
$4,447,964 ; Illinois Trust and Savings, $11,110,- 
370; Merchants’ Loan and Trust, $9,124,495; 
Hibernian, $2,464,865; American Trust and 
Savings, $2,386,033 ; Northern Trust company, 
$2,205,476; Union Trust, $2,047,891; Prairie 
State Savings and Trust company, $1,130,175; 
International, $1,117,592; Northwestern, $591,- 
712; Chemical, $582,361; Chicago Trust and 
Savings, 562,172; Puliman, $518,582, 

These institutions are able to do more with 
their cash than the National banks can with 
an equal amount, for the reason that it is not 
necessary to their safety to keep on hand a 25 
percent reserve. The savings bank is pro- 
tected by law from being obliged to pay de- 
positors on call in case of a run on its 
funds, and the trust companies are understood 
toconfine themselves strictly to lending on 
collateral thatcan easily be realized on at 
short notice in the event of a pressure by de- 
positors. Also they in ‘part cover a distinct 
area of activity and accommodation, the one 
by taking care of the small savings of the peo- 
ple and the other by the handling of estates and 
other trust funds. And tbe greater part of 
the latter addition to the convenience of the 
public has been accomplished within the last 

two or three years, 

Adding to these the corresponding 3 for 
the National banks of this city, as furnished 
in the statement for Dec. 19, we * the fol- 


er: 


fourteen National, eight State, ten savings, 
and three branch banks, with about thirty- 
two private firms and individuals in the busi- 
ness, had an aggregate capital of $17,000,000, 
and that the deposits amounted to about 
$75,000,000. This included a good many (pri- 
vate ones) who are not taken into the account 
for the close of 1890. In five years the bank- 
ing capital of this city has more than doubled, 
and it is open to question if the facilities .af- 
forded by them to the public have aug- 
mented in nearly the same ratio. re can 
be little doubt that under the new law the 
State banks will grow far more in ability and 
usefulness, because on a more secure legal 
footing and commanding a higher degree of 
confidence. 

The total liabilities of all the banks doing 
business in Chicago are $176,522,994. This is 
a tremendous.aggregate to be depreciated 20 
per cent or more by a free coinage of silver. 
A large part of it belongs to people who toil 
daily for their bread, and the rest to persons 
whose ability to employ labor and pay it good 
wages would be seriously impaired by the act. 
The citizens of Chicago alone could better af- 
ford to buy up and bury all the surplus silver 
now in the East and all that will be produced 
in the United States in the next three years 
over and above the present coinage require- 
ment than to suffer the depreciation that must 
follow the adoption of the measure passed the 
other day by the Senate. If they, numbering 
but about 2 per cent of the population of the 
United States, will be such tremendous losers 
how much greater the mischief inflicted on 
the whole country, and what a fearful respon- 
sibility is assumed by the demagogues who 
yield to the cry for cheap money for fear 
of losing a few votes, though they must know 
that the passage of the law would cause disas- 
ter so great that it would take many years to 


repair. 


PROF. KOCH’S LYMPH. 

The long and anxiously awaited revelation 
of the nature and composition of Koch’s cura- 
tive lymph may have gratified curiosity, but 
can hardly be said to encourage confidence in 
its value. Undoubtedly the distinguished dis- 
coverer has told all he knows of its character, 
and is commendaoly cautious in his claims, 
as he ought to be, seeing that he is not entire- 
ly certain as to the substance or substances 
obtained by his manipulations. The remedy 
is believed not to contain any of the minute 
organisms which are designated as the bacilli 
of tuberculosis, though derived from them, or 
rather from the results of their work in the 
hunran system. 

It has been discovered that while these 
bacilli are growing in the living tissues of the 
body they secrete certain substances which 
cause the surrounding matter to pass into a 
coagulated, necrotized condition. The tissues 
so affected are hostile to the microbes them- 
selves, so that the latter die or become inac- 
tive by contact with the results of their own 
work. The idea that occurred to Prof. Koch 
was that the power of the bacilli might be re- 
strained or completely checked by stimulating 
the process of necrotizing the surrounding 
tissue, killing them off by increasing the sup- 
ply of material they were producing. He sup- 
posed it possible to augment the quantity 
of this necrotized tissue beyond the 
limits t would normally be reached 
in the development and multiplication of the 
microbes, and that this material would be de- 
tached from healthy tissues and thrown off, 
carrying with it large numbers of the bacilli in 
addition to checking the vitality of those that 
remained. Hence he proceeded to cultivate 
this dead matter for injection into the system 
as a means of combating the virus of the dis- 
ease, and not with the idea of accustoming 
the patient to it as a preventive against danger 
from attack. In this respect the theory differs 
radically from that of Jenner, who inoculated 
for small-pox, and from that of Pasteur, which 
may be described as one of mitigation. 

It is now about four months since the first 
experiment was made by Koch with his lymph 
on the human being. During that time a con- 
siderable number of typical cases have been 
treated by him or under his direction, arid he 
is familiar with the results obtained by the 
treatment of many others. He says that his 
indications have been fully and completely 
confirmed, but his impressions in regard to 
the curative power of the lymph would appear 
to be based rather on the results in cases of 
lupus than upon cures of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis. He says it is generally admitted that 
the remedy has a specific effect upon tuber- 
cular tissues, and is therefore useful in discov- 
ering and diagnosing doubtful cases of tuber- 
culosis, but concedes that its use may be 
dangerous in advanced stages of phthisis, 
while he makes no comment on the claim that 
the injections may promote the tuberculous 
process. Hence the belief that the new-found 
remedy is entitled to take rank as a trust- 
worthy life saver cannot be said to be war- 
ranted by the facts. Indeed, it seems possible 
that the novel agent is one of those dangerous 
“* potencies’ that are calculated to do more 
harm in the hands of injudicious experiment- 
ers than any good it may accomplish in the 
same time by its exhibition in suitable cases. 

As the lymph is avowedly derived exclusively 
from the ‘bacilli of tuberculosis there is no 
good reason to believe it will be of any value 
in the treatment of diseases caused by other 
baeilli or in which those entities are not the 
prime movers. But it has already been used 
in many such cases, and it is not to be doubted 
that ere long these and others will be treated 
with lymph improperly prepared, and even 
with bogus stuff sold at high prices as if it 
were genuine. Perhaps for the latter reason 
it may be said to be regrettable that Prof. 
Koch has told so much of his discovery as to 
enable others to set up reasonable claims that 
they have prepared it and that their product 
is of equal value with that obtained by Koch. 
The public will do well to remember 
that whatever may be the virtues of the new 
remedy the description of processes for ob- 
taining it is not practically available except 
to the expert bacteriologist, and that even he 
may well be in doubt as to the character of 
the material evolved by his manipulations. It 
is by no means certain the demand for the 
lymph will continue any longer than the usual 
time in which a fad runs ite course, but if it 
should the best results may be expected to 
follow the use of that prepared by the discov- 
erer or under his express supervision, 


THE REAL SECRET OF FAILURE IN LIFE. 

There has appeared recently in Tus Tan- 
UNE a symposium of communications from 
various persons in this city, who may be 
classed as les miserables, setting forth the 
reasons why life has been a failure with them. 
These reasons were numerous, some of thein 
interesting, and others unique, but in reading 
them over one hardly could fail to be struck 
by an apparent absence of honest and sincere 
aa from a large class who have failed in 
ife. 

By success or failure in life it is not meant 
that every person must reach the maximum 
of the one or the utter hopelessness of the 
other. It is not to be expected that every 
man is to be a Shakspeare, a Goethe, a New- 
ton, a Lincoln, or an Edison, and if he is not 
that his life must be set down as a failure. 
That man is a failure, however, who at the 
close of the journey finds himself worse off 
than he was at the start; who has not ad- 
vanced a little at least beyond the achieve- 
ments of his father; who has failed to make a 
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him. Assuming that he has not been barred 
by sickness, or by accident, or by conditions 
against which he cannot take reasonable pre- 
cautions he is a failure to the extent that he 
falls below the average of his fellows who 
have had no greater advantages than he. In 
such cases an honest inquiry would speedily 
reveal the real causes of failure in most in- 
stances. 

Undoubtedly the most prolific cause of fail- 
ure in life is excessive indulgence in drink. 
Sometimes it is quick in its operations, some- 
times slow, but it always gets m its work, 
sooner or later. Its worst effects come from 
its use in business hours. The man who in- 
dulges in liquor at that time of the day is ab- 
solutely certain to make his life a failure and 
to wreck his business, because he clouds his 
brain and dulls his faculties just at the time 
when his thinking apparatus should be at its 
best and allows other men to get ahead of 
him. Alcohol is the predominating cause of 
failure in high life and in low life. 

The haste to get rich by short cuts and 
without work is another cause which is not set 
down by les miserables. This short-sight- 
ed motive leads to gambling in its 
various forms of card playing, lot- 
teries, and games of chance, and to 
speculation, which is gambling in one of its 
worst forms. A thousand fail where one suc- 
ceeds. There is no greater curse to young 
men in this country than the influence of such 
men as Jim Fisk or Jay Gould. Their exam- 
ple induces the belief that there is a short cut 
to wealth, and thousands crowd to the stock 
exchanges, where their chances are no better 
than they are at Monte Cario or the gambling 
dens of the city streets. But this cause is not 
acknowledged. 

Sickness is often the cause of failure. This 
may be guarded against, however, in large ex- 
tent by ordinary precautions. The want of 
economy is another prolific cause of failure— 
that is, the prudent saving of money and its 
judicious investment. There is no surer road 
to competence than that of living within one’s 
income, saving a portion of it, and placing it 
where it will increase by slow and sure 
growth. There is no surer road to incompe- 
tence than living beyond one’s income and 
hoping to escape by a streak of luck or the 
happening of the unexpected. 

Another frequent cause of failure is the lack 
of the ability to recognize the real opportuni- 
ties and promptly improve them. In homely 
phrase, if one’s foresight were as clear as one’s 
hindsight there would be fewer failures. This, 
however, is not a reprehensible cause, as fore- 
sight of this kind is a specifi gift, and some- 
times an intuitive talent. Not every one can 
have it. 

These are the principal reasons for failure 
in life, and of these undoubtedly drink, gam- 
bling, speculation, fast living, and the infatua- 
tion to get rich by some grand stroke are the 
most common. We do not observe, however, 
that those who have failed are, as a rule, 
honest enough to make this acknowledgment. 
They are ready to assign any reasons but the 
right ones, They are not courageous enough 
to face the music. They will not own up to 
themselves that the fault is their own and not 
that of their friends, their partners, or the 
world’s.

WOMEN IN THE METHODIST CHURCH. 

The question of the admission of women to 
the General Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church has reached an interesting 
stage of its progress. Unquestionably it is 
the beginning of the triumphant end. The 
question was agitated as far back as 1871, 
when women were present in some of the lay 
electoral conferences, but did not come up in a 
definite shape until the General Conference of 
1888, when some women chosen by the lay 
conferences were rejected as members upon 
the ground that there were not sufficient con- 
stitutional provisions for their admission, It 
was then resolved to submit the question to a 
vote of the entire laity of the church, to be 
followed bya vote of the ministers, such 


action if it were favorable in each case to be 


subsequently indorsed by the General Con- 
ference itself, The plebiscite took place in 
October and November last. The canvass was 
an excited one and the Methodist organs 
teemed with arguments pro and con. The 
total vote, as far as reported, was 291,314, of 
which 182,281 were in favor and 109,033 against, 
showing a majority for the women of 73,248. 
An analysis of this vote, made by the New 
York Tribune, shows the following interest- 
ing results: 

The vote of the New England States is 11,250 in 
favor, 4,839 opposed, showing a majority of 70 per 
cent in favor of the measure. The vote of the 
Middle States is 27,252 in favor and 34,261 opposed, 
showing 44 per cent in favor and 56 per cent in 
opposition. The vote of the white conferences in 
the Southern States is 13,911 in favor and 10,240 
opposed, showing about 58 per cent in favor of 
the measure. The vote of the Western States is 
11,351 in favor and 28,335 in opposition. being 
80 per cent in the affirmative. In this class the 
votes of six of the great Western States are 
very significant, as follows: Ohio, affirmative, 
24,875; negative, 9,544; Indiana, affirmative, 
14,362; negative, 4,244; Illinois, affirmative, 
19,548; negative, 4,893; Michigan, affirmative, 
13,076; negative, 2,253; lowa, aflirmative, 16,385; 
negative, 3,385; Kansas, affirmative, 10,322; neg- 
ative, 1,583. The votes of the States on the Pa- 
cific coast sum up affirmative 6,919, negative 1,155, 
being over 86 per cent in the affirmative, . 

The votes of the colored conferences sum up 
4,890 in favor and 14,149 opposed, being about 71 per 
cent in opposition. The German conferences 
show 1,670 in favor, 12,158 opposed, being* almost 
90 per cent in opposition. Few returns have been 
received from foreign conferences, but it is in- 
structive to observe that J apan, so far as reported, 
votes 243 in favor and 96 against, 

Thus far in the campaign the women have 
the advantage, and it is a significant one. It 
yet remains, however, for the ministers to ex- 
press themselves this year, and three-fourths 
of them must vote in favor. Then two-thirds 
of the members of the next General Confer 
ence must indorse the proposition. It is 
shrewdly argued, however, that as the laity 
has expressed itself in favor by an overwhelm- 
ing majority the clergy will not fail to respect 
its decision, as it has done before, and that 
if both laity and clergy declare for the women 
the General Conference will give that declara- 
tion the binding force of law. 

It may be accepted as certain that hereafter 
women will be delegates to the General Con- 
ference equally in numbers at least with the 
men if they demand the privilege. If they 
care to assert themselves when invested with 
the authority it will only be a question of 
time how soon the'policy of the Methodist 
Church will be determined by women instead 
of men. Once having secured a footing in 
the conference and the government, if may be 
only a question of time how soon they may 
reach out and demand the right to hold 
offices and exercise the powers of the 
pulpit, and perhaps of the bishoprics. 
And why not, if they have a mind? The 


women are the vital force of the church, 


the majority of its membership, the working 
power, and the superiors of the men im re- 
ligious loyalty. It is not the women who are 
tainted with skepticism and running off after 
the strange gods of Darwin, Huxley, Tyndall, 
and Spencer. It is not the women who are 
flouting at Genesis and scouting at the 
miracles. By their intelligence, their relig- 
ious sincerity, their attachment to the church 


and its interests, their untiring industry in 


keeping it solvent, and their numerical su- 
periority, they are entitled to anything they 
ask, St. Paul to the contrary notwithstanding. 
The women of his day were mostly a weak 
and flaccid collection of sisters. Had the old 


Apostle known the Methodist women of the, 


f present day he wouldenever have enjoined 
them to keep silent in the churches. He 


would have welcomed .,hem as eloquent and 
persuasive coadjutors. He quietly would have 
notified the brethren indeed that they could 
go farther and fare worse than to admit such 
a woman as Miss Frances Willard, for in- 
stance, into the General Conference with un- 
locked speech, or even to invest her with the 
full privileges and prerogatives of a Bishop if 
she were so inclined, 


THE END OF THE INDIAN WAR. 

The latest dispatches from the scene of the 
recent Indian troubles bring assurances of 
peace. The hostiles have come in and grad- 
ually and quietly are being disarmed, and un- 
less something unexpected occurs the im- 
mediate trouble may be looked upon as set- 


tled. For this fortunate result great credit is 


due to Gen. Miles as well as to Gen. Brooke, 
who was in comniand before his superior 
officer came to the froat and took personal 
supervision of the delicate and difficult task. 
It will be conceded by everyone that Gen. 
Miles has accomplished it with masterly skill 
and without unnecessary bloodshed. In the 
massing of troops, the gradual surrounding of 
the Indians in the Bad Lands, and the move- 
ments which have forced them back to the 
agency and convinced them of the folly of 
longer resisting the army he has been em- 
inently successful, The orders withdrawing 
the militia show that the settlers are no longer 
in danger, and the consent of the Indians to 
disarmament shows that they have confidence 
in Gen. Miles and have faith that their treaty 
rights will be respected ashe has promised 
them. 

While there is every reason for congratula- 
tion over the situation of affairs on the front- 
ier and for rejoicing that there is no longer 
any danger of a protracted Indian war, there 
are other features of the problem which can- 
not be considered as settled by any means. 
It is sufficiently apparent to any one who has 
studied the situation that religious fanaticism 
and ghost dances were only episodes and 
would not have occurred had there not been 
deep-seated grievances leading up to them. 
It now remains for Congress thoroughly to 
investigate the charges which are made so 
freely. If fairly adequate supplies have been 
purchased for the Sioux by the Interior De- 
partment, as is claimed, and these supplies 
have been dealt out by Indian officials of the 
department so that the Indians have had in- 
sufficient food for nearly a year, the responsi- 
bility for such offense should be fixed. In the 
year ending June 30 the 22,324 Indians in the 
Sioux nation were allowed 18,131,611 pounds 
of beef and 2,899,588 pounds of flour, or an 
avearge of over two pounds of meat and a 
third of a pound of flour per capita, besides 
minor food supplies, and yet through some 
one’s ignorance or knavery the Indians have 
been on the verge of starvation. This cannot 
be doubted for it is confirmed by Gen. Miles, 
Gen. Brooke, Gen. Howard, and by every 
officer and correspondent who has had the 
means of judging. The provisions of.Gen. 
Crook’s treaty have not been observed nor has 
there been any legislation to carry them out. 
The management at the Pine Ridge Agency, 
both under the Cleveland and the Harrison 
Administrations, has been weak, blundering, 
and ignorant, if not something worse. This 
will be remedied in the future, it is to be 
hoped, by the removal of Royer and the 
placing of the agency under military control. 
The whole system needs investigation. It 
should be also a matter of investigation how 
far swindling, greedy white traders have been 
‘guilty of selling improved arms and ammuni- 
tion to hungry Indians, and why Congress has 
not made such an act punishable, as was rec- 
ommended by the Indian Commissioner near- 
ly a year ago. 

When the investigations are concluded and 
safeguards are erected for the future even 
then the Indian problem will not have been 
solved. It never will be until the bucks are 
disarmed, given lands in severalty, and set to 
work as white men have to do, and until In- 
dian children are compelled to go to school 
and learn the English language and the three 
Rs. It is time for the operation of fairness, 
justice, honesty, and common sense in deal- 
ing with the Indian question. 


MACQUEARY’S “ HERETICAL VIEWS.” 

Tun Tripunz has made mention in its news 
and editorial columns of the trial for heresy 
of the Rev. Howard MacQueary of Canton, 
O., a minister of the Episcopal Church, but 
has not yet stated succinctly in one place the 
views set forth in his book which are claimed 
to be unorthodox. Whether they are so or 
not is a matter for ecclesiastical courts to set- 
tle. This paper passes no opinion on the the- 
ological points in controversy. It confines 
itself to stating just what the alleged heresies 
consist of and leaves the drawing of conclu- 
sions to its readers—each one for himself, 
according to light and understanding. 

The charges made against this Episcopal 
minister and his book by the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Diocese of Ohio were that he 
had violated his ordination vows by preaching 
and teaching (1) that Jesus was the natural- 
born son of Joseph and Mary and not incar- 
nate by the Holy Ghost of the Virgin Mary. 
(2) That he had denied the bodily resurrec- 


tion of Christ. (3) That he had denied that. 


the cures wrought by Jesus were miracles. 
(4) That he had denied Man’s Fall on account 
of Adam’s alleged transgression, 

The accused clergyman said, in defending 
himself against the first charge, that the state- 
ments in the four Gospels as to the birth of 
the Savior were conflicting. It was stated in 
one place that he was born of the Virgin Mary 
and conceived by the Holy Ghost. But in 
others he was mentioned specifically as the 
son of Joseph and Mary, and reference was 
made to his brothers—whose names were 
given—and to his sisters. It was stated that 
the people of his own village refused to ac- 
cept him as the Messiah because they had 
known him for thirty years simply as the son 
of Joseph and of Mary. To the Rev. Mr. Mac- 
Queary this indicates that those among whom 
Jesus had spent inost of his life had never 
heard of his immaculate conception. If Jesus 
was not the son of Joseph there was no object 
in giving a genealogy in both Matthew and 
Luke which led through Joseph to King 
David and Abraham. The accused referred 
also to the passage in Luke where the parents 
of Jesus find him in the Temple with the doc- 
tors, and his mother says to him: Thy father 
Joseph] and I have sought thee sorrowmg.“ 
The conclusion reached by the Rev. Mr. Mac- 
Queary, and taught by him, was that while 
Jesus was the actual son of Joseph and of 
Mary, born as all other children are, at the 
moment of birth there descended on him a 
certain divine afflatus which made him unlike 
all other men. A divine spirit dwelt in and 
animated him, but there was nothing unusual 
in his birth. 

In support of these views he cited Matthew, 
Chap. 13 and verses 54, 55, and 56, and Luke, 
Chap. 2, verse 48, and Chap. 8, verse 23, and 
the two genealogical tables of Matthew and 


Luke tracing Christ through his father, Joseph. 


back to David and to Abraham, and contend- 
ing that if he were not the son of Joseph those 
genealogical records were useless and mean- 
ingless. 

In reply to the second charge the accused 
clergyman said that he believed and had 


taught from the pulpit the doctrine of a2 


spiritual resurrection of the Savior as set 


forth by St. Paul. That there was a physical, 


a flesh and blood, resurrection of all mankind 
he did not believe, as science showed it was 
impossible, It was against the laws of nature. 


It was a gross, material doctrine, to hold 


which he contended was to do roligion more 
harm than good. 

In answer to the third charge, that he had 
taught false doctrige concerning the miracles 
of the Saviors Mr. MacQueary said; 

The cures which our Lord wrought are quite 
generally explained from pulpits and in theolog- 
ical treatises to have been simply faith cures end 
mind cures. Indeed, the Bible f says they 
were. Literal — 4. 7 — 
— — show ‘that the miracles re- 
corded in the New Testament were not violations 
of natural law and order, and i doing so they are 
compelled to depart from the old method of inter- 
pretation. 

That is to say, he sees uo difference except 
in degree between the restoration to health by 
the Savior of persons “‘ possessed by demons” 
and the cures wrought at Lourdes, France, 
and elsewhere in cases of nervous diseases by 
persons of strong will power, in whom the 
patients have unlimited faith. 

Speaking generally, the Rev. Mr. MacQueary 
pleaded that these views of his which were al- 
leged to be heretical were held not merely by 
laymen, but were held and avowed by dis- 
tinguished prelates of the Church of England. 
When he preached to his congregation the old 
and so-called orthodox doctrines he knew that 
he was saying to them something which the 
more intelligent of them did not believe, and 
which they knew he did not believe. Why,“ 
he said, “should not he abandon this hypo- 
critical course and preach that which he and 
the more intelligent of his congregation 
believed? Why not acknowledge and 
act on what they all knew to be 
the fact—that the religious conceptions of 
men changed with the increasing light and 
knowledge of these critical times, and broad- 
ened and became truer and better as the judg- 
ment and reasoning faculties of man ripened 
and grew stronger and clearer?) Why should 
the material interpretation put on certain 
passages in the Scriptures by ignorant 
men twenty centuries ago be upheld, when 
the members of the church had drifted far 
from that old interpretation and denied its 
truth in private, though they might not vent- 
ure to do so in public?“ 

As regards this fourth charge the Rev. Mac- 
Queary holds that the account of the Garden 
of Eden and the Fall of Man as given in Gene- 
sis was not written by Moses under divine in- 
spiration. He says that it was a myth which 
developed among the Accadian settlers of Baby- 
lonia long before Mose@; that the Semitic tribes 
of Jews which possessed the country at a later 
date took from the people they conquered this 
and other reports, and that either Abraham 
learned the story while in Ur of the Chaldees, 
or the Jews became acquainted with it during 
the captivity many centuries later. 

The Rev. Mr. MacQueary says that he is 
not surprised that forty centuries ago men 
should have believed that God made man, 
knowing—because omniscient—that he was 
going to Fall when tempted by his wife, and 
that he visited on him, having fallen, and on 
all his billions of offspring, the burden of 
eternal torment and punishment. The min- 
ister believes that the ancient Babylonian 
mind could see nothing wrong in the conduct 
of such a God, but he thinks that as man be- 
comes more reasonable, more merciful and 
just, and more logical, his ideas of God change 
for the better, and he feels that God must be 
just, tender, and merciful, and that he will 
not doom hundreds of billions of his own 
creatures to an unending torment because of 
the foreknown and practically foreordained 
fault of their unsophisticated first parents. 

This is a very brief outiine of the points in- 
volved in the heresy trial, which has attracted 
wide attention in religious circles. The de- 
cision of the ecclesiastical court is not doubt- 
ed, however. After takitg he month to 
think over the defense the opinion prevails 
that it will pronounce against him on all the 
counts and cast him out of the Episcopal pul- 
pit, as the church is not yet ready to accept 
such radical changes ofthe old beliefs as he 
teaches. Meanwhile a second edition of his 
book is being published to accommodate the 
great demand for it. 


The Meaning of Single Tax. 

Cm A. Jan. 15.— [Editor of The Tribune. 
What is the meaning of the single tax? I see it 
argued in the pa papers and spoken of by ministers 
and professors of all kinds and even by Gladstone 
in a speech at Manchester, England. Kindly let 
me have the full meaning of the term tax.

[The single tax as advocated by Henry George 
and the land nationalizers means a tax on land. 
lots in towns as well as farms, to the amount of 
its full rental, value. The product of such a tax 
in George’s opinion would be sufficient to meet all 
the expenses of government—National, State, 
county, and municipal, There would be no oc- 
casion for any other form of taxation. Hence the 
name single tax. The imposition of the tax would 
in the towns mean confiscation of real-estate 
values and in the country districts the beggary of 
the farmers. It would convert all present owners 
of realty into tenants of the State land, serfs to 
be taxed at the pleasure and for the profit of an 
officeholding oligarchy. It would leave the 
town and city lot owner nothing but his improve- 
ments, and indeed not all his improvements, 
because, as George himself says, some 
improvements become indistinguishable from the 
lands. Sewerage and drainage probably would 
be included in such improvements. To the farmer 
the single tax plan would leave nothing that he 
could call his own but his house, his barns, and 
his agricultural implements, The scheme, as 
might be expected, is only advocated by cranks 
and visionaries. Itis ofttimes shifted, qualified, 
and softened down by sophists like George and 
revolutionary théorists like Michael Davitt to 
meet the unanswerable and logical objections 
urged against it. But to the extent that it is thus 
qualified it ceases to be a single-tax plan. The 
vicious principle is maintained, however. It is 
opposed by all owners of realty, all the farmers of 
the country, all the owners of lots in the towns 
and cities, representing 7,000,000 or 8,000,000 fam- 
ilies. It is as impracticable and visionary as most 
of the cranks who advocate it and who areas a 
rule landless and propertyless. It has been tried 
in India and in Egypt. The result is that there is 
not a more pitiably miserable people in the world 
than the Indian ryots and the Egyptian felaheen 
those land serfs of both countries. |

Pall Mall Budget, Jan. 1: Everybody has 
been talking about Dr. Koch’s “cure” for 
consumption, but not everybody probably is 
in a position to understand the theory under- 
lying the cure. We have therefore asked 
Prof. Ray Lankester to write an account for 
“the general reader” of the Bacilli in Gen- 
eral and the Bacillus Tuberculosis in Particu- 


lar.” 
Different Forms of Bacteria. 

The name bacillus (a little rod), like the 
similar name bacterium, is commonly applied 
to the rod-shaped forms of a group of minute 
plants. which botanists know by the title, 
“Schizomycetes,” translated by German nat- 
uralists as spaltpilze (splittimg molds). The 


word schizomycetes refers to the mode of 


multiplication of these little rods. They at- 
tain a certain length and then divide across 
into two. Each half grows to the size of the 
parent and then similarly divides, and so on 
as long as food and other conditions of 
their life are present. One species (that com- 
mon in old hay) has been observed to divide 
in this way every half hour, a rate which gives 
in twenty-four hours more than three hundred 
billions (300,000,000,000) of individual rods 
as the offspring of one parent rod. They are 
extremely minute, varying from the 1-20,000th 
of an inch to the 1-1,000th of an inch in 
length. Some idea may be formed of this 
smallness by examining the drawings of differ- 
ent shapes assumed by these little plants given 
in Fig. 1, and refiecting that if a drawing of a 
well-grown man were made to the same scale 
of magnification the drawing would have to 
be a mile andahalflong. Rods are by no 
means the only shapes under which the 
Schizomycetes, or, as it is convenient to term 
them, the “bacteria,” present themselves. 
They ‘often split up so far as to become tiny 
spheres, when they are called “ micro- 
coceus”’ (Fig. 1. a). The commonest form 
is biscuit-shaped (e), and very often the 
rods, instead of breaking as they grow, elon- 
gate so as to become long filaments called 
“the leptothrix form,“ consisting of several 
ts adhering to one anotner (f). The 
filament as it grows may take a spiral twist, 
when it is called spirillum“ (h), and should 
it then break into segments, as it often does, 
each segment is called a comma or com- 
‘ma bacillus”’ (i). A less twisted form than 
the spirillum is the “vibrio” (g). French 
writers have applied the word “vibrion’’ to 
the whole group of Schizomycetes, just as we 
use the word bacteria in a wide sense ; and Pas- 
teur also uses the word microbe (micro- 
biont—minute living thing) tor bacteria and 
other kinds of extremely minute organisms.

Varieties of the Invisible World of Bacteria. 
All bacteria are not alike in their require- 
ments as to food and in the substances— 
variously smelling, variously colored, poison- 
— or harmless, iquid or gaseous—to which 
give rise; just as some animals are 
— ria sone Carnivorous—as some pro- 
duce musk, some ambergris, others venom, 
others wax, and so on—so do we find variety in 
this invisible world, rendered visible only by 
the modern microscope. There are kinds— 
species as the naturalist says—of bacteria as 
distinct from one another as the cow and the 
skunk. The commonest species are those 
which live on ordinary vegetable and animal 
refuse. They make a good deal of disagree- 
able smell, but there is not much harm in 
them, and, like the manufacturing chemists, 
. who, next to bacteria, are of all beings the 
moss offensive to the olfactory sense, they 
perform valuable service by manufacturing 
soluble ammonia and nitrates (the food of 
green plants) from the viscid and solid car- 
casses which once were living. 


MUCH LIKE A MODERN LOCKOUT. 


The First Strike We Know of Was in Egypt 
Three Thousand Years Ago. 

Pail Mali Gazette: There is nothing new 
under the sun, receives nowhere a more 
startling verification than in this matter of 
strikes. The way in which our workingmen 
o modern Europe try to coerce their em- 
ployers was in substance the way adopted 
by their dark-skinned, meanly clad, 
poorly fed predecessors in the land of the Nile 
before Moses led the Israelites out of Egypt. 
M. Maspero, who is well qualified to speak on 
all points connected with Egyptology, devotes 
several very interesting pages to the subject 
in his charming Historie Readings,” 
which have just been published. It seems 
that the families of the working classes were 
quite as improvident in Egypt thirty centuries 
ago as some of them are in England at the 
present day. At the beginning of the month, 
when they had just received their month’s ra- 
ti eating and drinking went on without re- 
straint. By the middle of the month the stock 
began to fail, and famine began to stare the 
thriftless households in the face. So again 
and again they went out on strike in order to 
extort more from their superiors. A strike of 
masons is descri by M. Maspero in detail, 
and some parts of the description might al- 
most be mistaken for extracts from an En- 
glish or German newspaper in the nineteenth 
century of the Christian era. 

The 10th of the month the buiiders employed 
* atemple rushed tumultuously out of the 

ace where they were working and sat down 
behind a chapel i in the temple precincts, ex- 

ming: We are hungry and there are 

— days before the next pay day.“ They 
charged the paymasters with dishonesty, as- 
serting that the latter gave false measure. 
The paymasters, on the other hand, charged 
the men with want of foresight, alleging that 
they spent their wages assoon as they touched 
them. After some further negotiations with 
officers of the Government the men resumed 
work on the understanding that the King him- 
self shouid receive their complaint. Two days 
later Pharaoh actually visited the temple, and 
when the matter was laid before him ordered 
relief to be given to the woebegone masons. 
For ashort time there was quiet, but soon 
provisions failed and discontent broke out 
again with renewed violence. On the 16th of 
the following month the strike was in full 
force again. Not aman would work. On the 
17th and 18th they still refused to lift a tool. 
On the 19th they attempted to leave the oer 
cincts of the témple in order to carry their 
grievances into the outer world, but found 
that the person who was placed over them 
had en precautions so effectively 
that no one could leave. So they 
spent the whole of that day in laying 
their plans. On the following day they re- 
sorted to more noisy methods. After vainly 
ap with loud cries to their manager, 
they decided to apply to the Governor of the 
city, and therefore rushcd through the busy 
streets to the inconvenience of pedestrians, 
not stopping until they reached the Governor’s 
8 Like their European successors, these 

tented artisans stubbornly refused to 
work, spent many hours in discussing their 
position and prospects, disturbed the order of 
the streets by their impetuous movements, 
and ultimately obtained part, at least, of their 
dem So we can trace the strike back for 
3,000 years; that is, to a period when, Rome 
was not built and even Greek civilization was 
still in its infancy. 

How old the method was at that time it is 
at present impossible to say. Perhaps the 
custom is as old as the Pyramids. Perhaps 
the first strike preceded the most ancient of 
the existing monuments of civilization.

CONSPIRACY IS CHARGED. 


ALLEGATIONS IN A BILL FILED ‘BY 
HERMANN LEICHSENRING. 


Judge Collins Issues an Injunction—The 
Lake Street “L” Road Litigation—Ex- 
ecutors of Daniel Jones’ Estate Desire 
to Be Discharged—The Seventy-ninth 
Street Condemnation Suit Against the 
Illinois Central—Married Her Stepfa- 
ther—The Court Record. 


The affairs of the Art Marble company were 
brought into court yesterday by the filing of a 
bill on behalf of Hermann Leichsenring against 
William C. Williams and Robert A. D. Wilbanks. 
July 24. 1890, the Art Marble company was organ- 
ized with a capital stock of $200,000 for the pur- 
pose of manufacturing artificial marble. The 
company purchased a patent from complainant, 
and in consideration gave him 1,250 shares of the 
par value of $100 each, which was fully paid uv. 

Desiring to dispose of the remaining $75,000 of 
its capital stock the company authorized Will- 
iams to sell the shares and pay the company 33% 
per cent of the par value of the stock. To de- 
fraud the company, it is charged, Williams en- 
tered into a copspiracy with Wilbanks, C. A. Al- 
len, and James F. Gookins, and as a result they 
claimed to have procured in one William E. Shaw 
a purchaser for 500 shares. 

Shaw represented that he had on deposit $10,- 
000 in the United States National Bank and drew 
a check for that amount payable to the treasurer 
of the company. Then Williams had 250 shares 
transferred to him for his services. 

It is claimed that Shaw had no funds in the 
bank at that time and that the whole affair was a 
device to fraudulently procure stock in the com- 
pany. The ** is asked to cancel the stock so 
procured and to restrain any disposition, of the 
shares. Ju „ Collins issued an injunction in 
bond of $1, 


The Lake Street L“ Road. 

Judge Horton was asked yesterday to authorize 
the filing of a supplemental bill to the litigation 
brought by Patrick O'Donnell and other property- 
owners on Lake street, involving the Lake Street 
Elevated Railrokd. Master-in-Chancery Windes 
reported to the court that the company was short 
on frontage unless the court would allow signa- 
tures secured bythe company from other rail- 
roads. It was recommended that no injunction 
issue. To prevent any trouble the Lake Street 
company procured the passage of a new ordinance 
last December based on new and sufficient peti- 
tions. The amendment sought to be filed attacks 
the new ordinance and objection was made that 
the additional allegations could not be brought 
in at this time. It was argued that if the 
court permitted the supplemental bill to be 
filed work on the road would be delayed another 
year, while the first bill is practically disposed of. 


To Settle the Estate. 

The executors under the will of the late Daniel 
Jones, the millionaire philanthropist, filed a bill 
in the Circuit Court yesterday tg confirm their 
acts of distribution. Mr. Jones died Jan. 18, 
1886, and left the bulk of an estate of $5,000,000 to 
charitable institutions. It is represented by the 
executors that all of the bequests have been paid 
and there is an annuity of $100 a year to Harriet 
Jones, leaving the estate unsettled, and this trust 
the executors seek to tranfer to the Presbyterian 
Hospital Board. The executors ask that if there 
are any objections by the beneficiaries they should 
be filed at once or de forever barred. 


The Seventy-ninth Street Crossing. 
The Illinois Central railroad company filed a 


motion yesterday to dismiss condemnation pro- 


ceedings instituted by the City of Chicago to take 
property of the railroad for a crossing at Seventy- 
ninth street. It is contended that the city has no 
right to condemn the land because it is being con- 
tinuously applied to public uses and 1s aright of 
way and exempt from condemnation. The Lilinois 
Central has never given its consent to the taking 
of the land, nor hasthe city made any offer to 
pay any compensation for the property sought. 


Married Her Step-Father.

The Black Line and the White Line Face to 
Face in Battle Array. 

St. Louis Globe-Democrat: A march of 

forty or fifty miles brought the detachment to 


its destination.

a hundred bushwhackers, Island Mound, in 
the Osage Valley, was occupied by a camp of 
Confederate recruits, numbering no less than 
900 men, under regular Confederate 
officers.

John Calder, a farmer living near Alexis, 
Ill@ was with two Arctic expeditions sent out 
by the English Government in search of Sir 
John Franklin, For fourteen years before he 
settled in Chicago in 1855 Calder led a sea- 
faring life. He is the son of a Somersetshire 
farmer, and after girdling the globe a time or 
two and taking a good look at the rest of hu- 
manity he returned to the oceupation of his 
ancestors. Calder, if he were not buried in the 
obscurity of the quiet life he leads, would be 
famous for one thing at least. He is probably 
the only living man who has been around the 
Americas. The crew he was with on his sec- 
ond voyage was the first to make the trip, but 
they left the ship behind. 

Capt. Robert J. L. M. McClure, the com- 
mander of her Majesty’s ship Investigator, 
which weighed anchor in Plymouth Sound 
Jau. 20, 1850, with its consort the Enterprise, 
and spread its fresh sails for the Polar Sea by 
way of the Straits of Magellan, his Second 
Lieutenant, S. G. Cresswell, and the Surgeon, 
Dr. Alex Armstrong, discovered the North- 
west passage from the summit of a hill on 
the north shore of Prince Albert Land, Oct.

The 
ian woman of 2,000 years ago is now be- 
discussed, idealized on Canvas, and por- 

on the stage, as if the plant of her fame 

had suddenly blossomed. Mrs. Langtry, in 
London, is iliustrating, if not interpreting, her 
story, and in Paris“ the Semitic-faced Bern- 
pardt is irradiating the same subject with her 
suggestively Oriental genius. The echoes of 
foreign stages have been heard, though faint- 
ly, in American theaters, Cleopatra is a 
topic of the moment. How dramatists and 
actresses conceive her character may be de- 
ferred, but it may be interesting to glance at 


the real woman as she is presented in history. 


In abrief study on this subject M. Henri 
Houssaye recently has grouped the facts in 
her career—facts which fiction never has found 
it necessary to enlarge upon. (“ Cleopatra.“ 
A Study. By Henri Houssaye. Translated 
York: Duprat & Co.)

When Cleopatra was born, 65 B. C., the end

there was to be a final convulsion before peace 
was to be ushered in, accompanied by the Star 
of Bethlehem. Egypt had long been ripe and 
was rotten to the core; it was ready to fall 
into the lap of Rome. Alexandria, hearing the 
name of the great conqueror, was a gorgeous 
city, the granary of the Mediterranean basin, 
into which poured the wealth of agriculture, 
of the arts, and a far-reaching ecommerce. It 
was cosmopolitan—a jumble of Greeks, Jews, 
Syrians, Persians, Phenicians, making a pop- 
ulation, exclusive of slaves, of 320,000. The 
army was com of Greek and Gallic mer- 
cenaries and fugitive slaves unfit to face the 
hardened Roman legions. 

The city, as designed by its founder, Alex- 
ander the Great, was traversed at right angles 
by two 1 avenues bordered by colonnades 
of marble. Edifices of pure Greek style stood 
side by side with Egyptian buildings, and there 
were other magnificent ones in which both 
styles of architecture had combined their ele- 
ments. Here a Greek temple presented a ped- 
iment eae Woe in Parian marble; there an 

ptian temple, vast, squat, mysterious, 
— with the carven heads of brutish 
As a city within a city. was the Bru- 
chium, the — of the Ptolemies, shut in 
by high walls and han gardens. In the 
same region rose the temples of Chronos and 
Neptune, the gymnasium with its porticoes, 
the library containing 700,000 volumes. 
too, was the mausoleum with the body 
of Alexander the Great lying in its gold coffin ; 
there, too, the museum called the Cage of the 
Muses, in which all forms of learning flour- 
ished and whence arose the/voice of the Alex- 
andrian eS 

Ptolemy XI. died 51 B. C. leaving four chil- 

dren and appointing to succeed him Cleo- 
patra, then 16, and Ptolemy, 13. Brother 
andsister were to marry, an expedient then 
customary to prevent internecine warfare. 
<r was proud and headstrong and not 

ytoshare power with a child who was 
then under the influence of his tutor, a eunuch 
called Pothinus. The young queen was 
learned, speaking eight. or ten languages, and 
had a native cunning, which served her dur- 
ing her bewildering career. She had worn 
thecrown only three years when she was 
forced to fly. 

At this time Pompey, 
field of Pharsalia, came to gy 
fugitive. He had good hopes to finda 
refuge there, having once restored the exiled 
Ptolemy XI. to the throne of Egypt. The 
adherents of Cleopatra’s young brother, now 
in power, assassinated Pompey and presented 
his embalmed head to the victorious Czsar, 
who arrived shortly after him. Here, it may 
be stated, that Cleopatra a few years before 


had received Pompey’s eldest son “as her 


lover. This charge, it is true, was made by 


her enemies; but it may be mentioned in view 
of the havoc she afterward made among the 


great names of Rome.

Dion Cassius calls the Queen of 
pt the most beautiful of women, but 
Plutarch finds one epithet insufficient to de- 
pict her and expresses himself thus: There was 
nothing so incomparable in her beauty as to 
compel admiration; but by the charm of her 
physiognomy, the grace of her whole person, 
the fascination of her presence, Cleopatra left 
a sting in the soul.“ 

Left a sting in the soul.“ Thus does the 
old historian describe that charm of feminin- 
ity which in Cleopatra made her irresistible— 
a charm which since her time has appeared in 
lesser women and wrought ruin to man. 
Surely the same power belonged to that earlier 
woman,

The battle of Philippi relieved Cleopatra of 
all anxiety as to who would rule the world; 
for during the war she had vacillated, although 
inclining toward the triumvirate. Now An- 
tony overran Greece and Asia Minor for the 
purpose of levying tribute, and was every- 
where received as a conqueror. Cities and 
Kings vied with each other in adulation and 
heaped gifts on him to secure immunity 
for the succor they had afforded the van- 
quished party. Cleopatra alone among Ori- 
ental sovereigns sent no Ambassador; she 
maintained a dignified silence. Autony must 
have known Cleopatra, as he had attended her 
court in Rome; he had once thought of advo- 
cating her young son as Cesar’s heir. Wound- 
ed in his vanity he now sent her word. to repair 
to Tarsus to vindicate her ambiguous conduct 
during the civil war. 

She came in her own good time, and in her 
peculiar way. 

One day when the triumvir on his judgment- 
seat was giving public audience in the midst of 
the agora of Tarsus, a great uproar arose on the 
banks of the Cydnus. Antony inquired what it 
meant. Flatterers, as all Greeks are, the Cilicians 
replied that it was Aphrodite herself who, for the 
happiness of Asia, was coming to visit Bacchus. 
Antony liked to assume the name of Bacchus. 
The crowd which thronged the public square 
rushed in abody tothe shore. Antony was left 
alone with his lictors in the deserted agora—his 
dignity kept him there, but he fidgets in his curule 
chair, till finally curiosity pane the day. Un- 
accustomed to self- control, he, also, descends to 
the strand. The sight is worth the trouble—a 
vision divine which carries one back to the dawn 
of mythologic times. : 

Cleopatra is entering Tarsus, ascending the 
Cydnus ona vessel plated with gold over 
which float sails of Tyrian purple. ow often 
since have poets and painters let imagination 
play about that dazzling scene. M. Houssaye 
writes: 

The silver oars rise and fall m measured 
cadence to the music of Greek lyres and tian 
harps. The Queen, the goddess Cleopatra, lying 
beneath an awning of Goth of gold which shades 
the deck, appears as the painters usually repre- 
sent Aphrodite, surrounded by rosy children Iike 
the Loves, beautiful young girls scarcely clad 
with lightest drapery as Graces and sea-nymphbs, 
bearing garlands of roses and the lotus-flower 
and waving great fans of the feathers of the 
ibis. On the prow of the vessel other 
Nereides form groups worthy the brush 
of Apelles; Loves suspended to the yards and rig- 
ging seem descending from the skies. Incense 
and spikenard kept burning by slaves surround 
the ve with a light and odorous vapor which 
sends its perfume to both banks of the stream. 
Antony. at once dispatched one of his favorites to 
Cleopatra to vequest her to sup with him that 
same night. Cleopatra, availing herself doubt- 
less of her title of goddess rather than that of 
Queen--a Queen of Egypt was nobody in compar- 
ison with a triumvir—made response that it was 
she who invited Antony to supper, and the Roman 
did not decline the ‘invitation. He went at the 
hour appointed to the palace, which several days 
previousiy Cleopatra had had secretly prepared 
with gorgeous magnificence. 

One may well imagine that mundane af- 
fairs were permitted to mar the pleasures of 
this god and goddess. When they deigned to 
descend to earth Cleopatra’s requests were in- 
stantly granted, Her son Cæsarion was at 
ized as legitimate heir to the 


ratified by Antony’s colleagues, Uctavius and 
Lepidus. Her second request showed the 
Egyptian’s cruel vindictiveness. She had 
married as a matter Of form her second 
brother when Ceesar first restored her throne. 
She is suspected of having poisoned him. Al- 
though that is uncertain she begged Antony 
to cause the death of her sister Arsinoe who 
after contributing to Cæsar's triumph, hac 
found an asylum at Miletus. The unfortunate 

irl was murdered in the temple of Artemis 
Teuasehryne. where she had sought refuge 
from the hired assassins of Antony. 

A few other minor murders to set Cleo- 
patra’s nerves at rest, and then began the 
mad life of pleasure, the long and sumptuous 
orgy which was evenstill quoted in the Roman 
world even after the excesses of Nero and 
Heliogahalus had vainly rivaled it. Anthony 
and Cleopatra ealled themselves The Inim- 
itables, and assumed the honors gue to dei- 
ties. It is Pliny who relates the legend of the 
pearl.

Again 
that riddle of existence suggested by 
Plutarch’s saying of the sting left in the 
soul.“ Shakspeare and all the rest of the 
world have eyes for Cleopatra; but none for 
Octavia, the ideal wife. 

The poison worked in Antony’s veins after 
three years with his noble Roman wife, and 
he no sooner set foot in Asia than his passion 
for the Egyptian blazed out more ardently 
than ever. They met at Laodicea, and then 
the love which Antony had thus far subordi- 
nated to policy became a madness. On see- 
ing his enchantress again he gave her not 
jewels but kingdoms—Chalcedon, Phoenicia, 
Coele-Syria, a great part of Cilicia, Genese- 
reth in Judea, ao for its balm, and Na- 
bathae in Arabia, Antony had no right to 
dispose of these territories, which belonged to 
the Roman people; but mad with pride as 
much as with love be declared that ‘ the glory 
of Rome was displayed much less in her con- 
quests and possessions than in the gifts she 
bestowed.’ ’ 

The lovers were never again separated for a 
long period. They prosecuted wars together, 
but Antony was won away from glory to re- 
sume the Life Inimitable ’’ at Alexandria,

„Whom the gods wish to destroy,“ etc., and 
the madness of Antony was ripe. The battle 
of Actium came. But before it Antony had 
descended to a degradation that no defeat 
could inflict on him. He sent word to Rome 
repudiating Octavia and ordering her from 
his house. And he married Cleopatra. 

It is a school-room story how the world was 
lost when the greatest soldier fled from bat- 
tle in the wake of a fear-crazed woman. As 
dramatic as ever Antony is dramatic in his 
disgrace. ‘** He seats himself in the prow of 
Cleopatra’s vessel, his head on his hands, and 
remains thus for three days and three nights.“ 

A short time remained to them in Alexandria; 
they feasted again as in their days of triumph, 
only that they called themselves instead of The 
Inimitables the Inseparables in Death.“ 
Cleopatra built herself a tomb in which she 
proposed to consume herself with her treas- 
ures. She experimented with different poisons 
on condemned prisoners, but she could find 
nothing that caused death instantly without 
pain or without shock. She tnen studied the 
bites of serpents, and that of an Egyptian 
viper, in Greek called Aspis, she found to 
be comparatively painless. Antony, return- 
ing from his last hopeless fight, is told that 
the Queen is dead. He.commands his freed- 
man Eros to slay him; but: Eros stabs him- 
self. Antony following the servant’s example 
thrusts the sword into his breast and sinks 
fainting upon a couch. As he is dying Cleo- 
patra’s command is brought that he be car- 
ried to her. “He rises,” says Dion 
Cassius, as if he might still live.“ 
Slaves bear himein their arms, and, to hasten 
their movements, he utters entreaties, in vec- 
tives, threats, which mingle with the death- 
rattle. They reach the tomb; the Queen leans 
from a window of the upper story; fearing a 
surprise, she will not have the portcullis 
raised, but she throws down some ropes and 
commands them to be fastened round Antony. 
Then, aided by Iras and Charmion, the only 
ones she has allowed to enter the mausoleum 
she begins to drag him up. “ It was not easy, 
says Plutarch, for women thus to lift a man 
of Antony’s size. Never, say those who wit- 
nessed it, was a sadder or more pititul sight. 
Cleopatra, with arms stiff and brow contracted, 
dragged painfully at the ropes, whilst Antony, 
bleeding and dying, raised himself as much as 
— extending towards her his dying 


ands. 
One last attempt Cleopatra made to win the 
love of man. It was when Octavius visited 
her. She was worn out by fever, and her face 
and breast had the marks of her hands 
made when Antony died; but even in that 
pitiable state she tried to exercise the charms 
which had been thus far irresistible. Octavius 
looked at her unmoved, and attempted to con- 
vince: her that she would not be dragged in his 
triumph at Rome. Cleopatra knew what the 
fate meant; years before she seen her own 
sister suffer the humiliation. 

Though she had clung so selfishly to life s 
now welcomed Death as if he were a great 
sovereign. Her women arrayed her in he 


most magnificent robes, dressed her hair with™ 


care, and adjusted her royal crowns She had 
ordered a splendid repast; her toilet ended, 
she was placed at the table. A countryman 
entered, carrying a basket. A soldier of the 
guard desiring to see the contents, the man 
opened it and showed some figs; and, 
the guard exclaiming 2 the beauty of 
them, he offered them some to taste. His 

nature lulled all suspicion; he was al- 
owed to pass. Cleopatra received the basket, 
sent to Octavius a letter she had written inthe 
morning, and was then left alone with Iras 
and Charmion. She opened the basket and 
separated the figs, hoping to be stung un- 
aw but the reptile was asleep.

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THE GROLIER CLUB'S RARE REPRINT 
OF THE MASTER'S “ AREOPAGITICA.” 


Mr. James Russell Lowell in an Exquisitely 
Written Introduction Gives Judgment 
on Milton’s Proste—The Story of Dr. 
Johnsen and Mrs. Thrale Retold—A Lady 
Who Thinks Boys Ought to Learn to 
Sew—Princess Beatrice’s New ‘Book. 


\. New Yorx, Jan. 14.—[{Spevial Correspond- 


ence. Of the many clubs in New York there 
is none that has more excuse for being than 
the Grolier. This club was founded in 1884 
with a small but enthusiastic membership, 
composed wholly of men who loved books 
for books’ sake and who loved to see their 
treasures beautifully dressed, They made 
Grolier the god of their idolatry, though it was 
not fine binding any more than fine printing 
that they admired. From time to time the 
club gave exhibitions of fine bindings, fine 
printing, and even manuscripts at its old 
room in the Mott Memorial Building on Mad- 


ison avenue. e 

As its membership increased and its wants 
grew many it decided to have a club-house of 
itsown. One of the members, Mr. Robert 
Hoe, owned a house on Thirty-third street, 
which he remodeled and sold to the club upon 
easy terms, and it now has one of the prettiest 
club homes in this city. There the members 


meet every Thursday evening and compare 
bibliomaniacal notes to the accompaniment 


of a bowl of panch and pipes, or cigars if 
they prefer. Once a year the club publishes a 
book for which each member is. allowed to 
subscribe a small sum, about six dollars, I 
believe. Three hundred is the usual number 
of copies printed to supply this demand, and, 
besides these, two copies are printed on vel- 
lum and auctioned off to club members. After 
the books are printed the type is distributed. 
They are of course printed from type and not 
from plates, and no more copies can be had at 
any price. They consequently double and 
sometimes quadruple in value. 
Mr. Lowell on Milton. 

The book of 1889 was the Philobijblon,”’ 
which was edited at great expense for the pur- 
pose. When the two vellum copies were sold 
at the auction the first brought over $400 and 
the second $645. The Grolier book of 1890 is 
** Areopagitica, a hof Mr. John Milton 
for the Liberty of Unlicensed Painting to the 
Parliament of England. For this exquisitely 
printed volume Mr. James Russell Lowell 
wrote an introduction which goes without say- 
ing is a striking feature of the book. If there 
is anything that Mr. Lowell knows it is his 
Milton and he wrote this essay more for the 
love of the subject than for the money he re- 
ceived for it. Asthis essay has only been 
printed,“ the Grolier books are never pub- 
lished, I will quote a few graphs from it: 

„The Areopagitica, says Mr. Lowell 
is the best known and most generally liked 
of Milton’s prose writings because it is the 
only one concerning whose subject the world 
has more nearly come to an agreement. In 
all the others except the tract concerning edu- 
cation and the history of Britain in its first 
edition there are embers of controversy which 
the ashes of two centuries cover but have not 
cooled. There isa passage in his ‘Second 
Defense’ where Milton speaks of the Are- 
opagitica’ as one section of a_ tripartite 
scheme which he had ught out to the pro- 
motion of real and substantial liberty. The 
sub-title of this work accordingly is a speech 
for the liberty of unlicensed printing, but it 
is more than this. It is a plea in 
behalf of freedom or research in all 
directions, and there is in it the 
doctrine of universal.toleration. But Milton’s 
intention had no such scope as that, for it is 
plain from what he says elsewhere that he 
would have drawn the line on this side of 
popery, of atheism, and most probably of 
whatever was immediately inconvenient to 80 
firm a believer as he was in the infallibility of 
John Milton. Such was the irony of fate that 
he himself a few years later became a censor 
of the press. It was perhaps with an eye to 
this comic property of the whirligig of time 
that he wrote the passage just quoted from the 
‘Second Defense,’ in which it is implied that 
some things should be suppressed. But Mil- 
ton was not inconsistent with himself, how- 
ever he might be so with the principles advo- 
cated in the ‘Areopagitica,’ as those who have 
studied his character know.“ 

After speaking of Milton’s prose, which he 
admits was not of the popular order, Mr. 
Lowell says: 

Asa master of harmony und of easily main- 
tained elevation in English blank verse Milton 
has norival. He was skilled in many tongues 
and many literatures; he had weighed the value 
of words whether for sound or sense, or where the 
two may be of mutual help. He surely, if any, 
was what he calls a mint-master of language.’ 
He must have known, if any ever knew, that even 
in the “ sermo estris there are yet at 
differences in gait that proses governed by laws 
of modulation as exact, if not as exacting, as 
those of verse, and that it may conjure with 
words as prevailing. The music is secreted in it 
yet often more potent, in suggestion than that of 
any verse which is not of utmost mastery. We 
hearken after it as to a choir in the side 
chapel of some cathedral heard faintly and fit- 
fully across the loud desert of the nave, now pur- 
suing and overtaking the cadences only to have 
them frown doubtful again And elude the ear be- 
fore it has ceased to throb with them. A prose sen- 
tence then only fulfills its entire functions when, 
as in some pass of the lish version of the 
Old Testament, its rhythm so keeps time and 
tune with the thought and feeling that the reader 
is guided to the accentuation of the writer as se- 
curely as if listening to his voice. The fifth 
chapter of the Book of Judges is crowded with 
these triumphs of well-measured words. 
not made to see as with

lower, to stop short with the last? There are 
many noble periods in Milton’s prose, and they 
are noble in a way where he is without compet- 
itors, — suxely he is the most eloquent of ‘En- 

lishmeh. But there are a half-dozen men either 

is contemporaries, or nearly so, whose prose is 
far more evenly good than his, and above all 
moves with a practiced ease in which he is wholly 
wanting. 

As this essay is bd woe | unknown to the gen- 
eral public it is hard to know what not to 
quote from it. One more paragraph: 

He is not so truly a writer of prose as a great 
man writing in prose, and it is really Milton that 
we seek there more than anything else. He is 
great enough when we find him to repay a thou- 
sand-fold what the search may have cost us. And 
when we meet him at his best there is something 
in his commerce that fortifies the mind as only 
contact with &@ great character can. He is then a 
perpetual fountain of highmindedness. In con- 
test with an adversary he is brutally willing to 
strike below the belt, and shows as little mag- 
nanimity or fairness,as the average editor of an 
American newspaper in dealing with a political 
opponent.  - |

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HOW AN AMERICANIZED ENGLISHMAN 
IS GOING TO THE FRONT “AT HOME.” 


He Lived Long Enough in Terre Haute 
te Learn How Things Are Done in In- 
diana and He Put His Knowledge to 
Good Use—He Is Now Mayor of Oxford 
and He Owes It to His Residence on 
This Side. 


Judah P. Beajamin, a Cabinet officer under 
the Confederacy, emigrated to England at the 
close of the War of the Rebellion and became 
a Subject of her Majesty the British Queen. 
His subsequent success in English public life 
was recognized as phenomenal and explained 
on the score of English sympathy with the 
Logt Cause. 

English distrust and prejudice toward things 
American extend even to Englishmen them- 
selves who may happen to have been exposed 
to the contamination of American thought 
and manners. Hence it is that the typical En- 
glishman, returning to his own “right little, 
tight little isle, after a brief tour of the 
States, hastens to point out for the edifica- 
tion of his countrymen—and to the particular 
delight of Anglomaniacs—the radical faults 
he has observed in American institutions and 
ways. 


MAYOR ROBERT BUCKELI. 

Robert Buckell, the present Mayor of Ox- 
ford, is as notable an exception to the one rule 
as was Judah P. Benjamin to another. Mayor 
Buckell isa thoroughly Americanized English- 
man and perhaps the only man of that type in 
English politics today. 

My success in life I attribute to my sev- 
eral years’ residence in America,“ he has often 
said, and those who have taunted him with his 
Americanism have gradually ceased to be sur- 
prised that he should not only not deny it but 
profess pride in it. 

He was born in Oxford, the son of a master 
plumber. About the time he came of age 
England was agitated over the question of 
recognizing the Confederate States of Amer- 
ica. Even Gl o was wrong on that ques- 
— He said: “ You can’t coerce a na- 

on. 

John Bright thought differently. Up and 
down England went this sturdy champion of 
political justice, vehemently protesting against 
what he regarded as a ge olitical 
crime. It was with John Bright in this 
cause that young Buckell won his political 
spurs. 

There was little wonder when, at the close 
of the war, Buckell emi to America 
with his wife and child. He settled at Terre 
Haute, ind., where he resided nearly a decade. 
He was successful in business and attained to 
great personal popularity, which was en- 
hanced by the story of his efforts on behalf of 
the North at a critical time. His manner be- 
came thoroughly American, and his marked 
ability as an orator, displayed at infrequent 
times, att the attention of party lead- 
ers. He was considered an available man for 
the Legislature and was offered the nomina- 


tion.

Will He Be Able to Sell Out His Holding 
at a Gain? 

What are the prospects of the acre market 
for the coming season? The prospective in- 
vestor, the real-estate broker, and especially 
the man who bought acres last year are all 
interested in this questéon. The man who 
made investments in outside sections at high 
prices and has watched. the gradual decrease 


in demand for this class of property has an in- | 


definite idea that he has made a mistake. 

In all probability he has, although there are 
real-estate men who have the hardihood to 
— me opinion * ** — of all 
classes of property wi igher this year 

The prospects for the holders of acre tracts 
are good,” said W. A. Bond in discussing the 
question. The owner of outside acres may 
have a presentiment that it is advisable for 
him to sell out as soon as possible, but he 
finds that prices have not weakened in the 
least. Outside buyers are coming in all the 
time, and there will be no break in acre prices 
till after the Fair.” 

On no other question is there so much dif. 
ference of opinion as on the question as tq the 
present demand for acres. One broker says 
that he has no call for acres of any descrip- 
tion, another has inquiry for large tracts of 
cheap acres, and a third reports a demand for 
small blocks of acres ripe for subdivision.

The man who bought acres on the 
sole consideration that they were located in 
Cook County, may have his purchase left on 
his hands, but the man with acres ripe for sub- 
division will find a greater demand than ever 
before.“ 

The prices of outside acres depend largely 
on a number of outside enterprises which are 
under way. The location of manufacturers 
around 3 the development of Stickney, 
and of the Tolleston purchase and the success 
of the various land schemes in suburban 
towns will all have a direct effect on acre 

rices. The Valuation Committee of the Real- 

tate Board recognized the fact that the 
prices of outside acres were based on specula- 
tive condition and refused in almost every 
instance to give valuations-of such tracts.

What Is Being Done by the Packers and 
Railroads Regarding the Tolleston Tract. 
“Weare not proclaiming our intentions 

with regard to our Tolleston purchase with 

any brass band accompaniment, said A. H.

If t his picture pleases chiefly by its qualities of 
painting there is another which pleases by its 
color. This is by Montecelli, a friend of Diaz, who 
has rarely exhibited, and is entitled the “ Feast 
of Isis.” The subject is of no great importance, 
Itis simply what the French call a ragout of 
color. A crowd of in classical costumes of 
brilliant colors are bathed in a rich, warm light.

go. 

A picture by Ryder, The Flying Dutchman,” 
has not only color, but movement and poetic feel- 
ing. It shows a boat filled with sailors tossed 
about on a seething mass of water, while the 
phantom ship is flying past with its sails dimly 
distinguishable against the sky and the sun 
shows dimly through the mist like a great ball of 
fire on the horizon. Many who look at this 
picture may see nothing in it but an assemblage 
of lines and color, but it is not a picture painted 
for the “ groundlings who, for the most part, are 
capable of nothing but the inexplicable dumb- 
shows ot art. 

There 1s a sketch by Delacroix of “ Christ in the 
Tempest on the sea of Galilee. It 1s quite simi- 
lar in arrangement to his Barque of Don Juan” 
in the Louvre. In the stern of the boat, tossing 
at the mercy of the waves, is the sleeping figure of 
Christ, and in the bow the terrified disciples un- 
certain if they should awaken him. 

Besides the pictures there is a fine collection of 
draperies, old Roman and modern Venetian glass- 
ware, a Tanegra figurine, and two Asia Minor ter- 


‘ra-cotta groups. 


One of the latter, “The Wrath of Achilles,” 
contains three standing figures— Minerva restrain- 
ing Achilles, who, with drawn sword, is about to 
attack Agamemnon. The other is Venus Pre- 
senting Helen to Paris.“ The goddess holds in 
her hand the apple she has received from Paris 
and presents Helen, who is seated between them. 
The figure of Venus is a remarkably beautiful ex- 
ample of the perfection to which this miniature 
sculpture was carried.

Mr. John Vanderpoel spoke on the subject 
of “ American Art and Artists” in the lecture

He finds the reason for the preference for a res- 
idence abroad by so many of our artists in the 
lack of incentive and motive for figure subjects, 


| which arises from the fact that our social life, 


which is not sufficiently settled or matured, does 
not permit of enough regard for feeling or senti- 
ment to inspire the American artist with the high- 
est motives. 

Mr. Vanderpoel considers our artists strong 
technicians, but deplores their inability te express 
their ideas through composition, 

„We,“ he says, leave off where the French be- 
gin. A Frenchman studies technique as a means 
to an end; with us it is too frequently the end.”

One may wonder in visiting great European 
collections what could have become of the work 
of all the bad painters who must have lived con- 
temporaneously with the masters whose work is 
hung there. The good pictures naturally soon 
find their way into collections of amateurs or 
museums, but through what peregrinations and 
vicissitudes must the bad pictures of unknown 
and unworthy ancient painters have gone 
through ! 

That they have not all been lost is evident. 
Since the presentation of the pictures from the 
Demidoff collection to the Art Institute not a 
week passes but what some alleged old master” 
is presented to the director for his inspection. 
The greater partof them are worthless, their 
possessors not realizing that it takes more than 
antiquity to make a masterpiece,

At Thurber's are three characteristic ex- 
amples of the work of Jasper F. Cropsey, whose 
autumn landscapes delighted our fathers. Of the 
work of a man who has passed his 60th year and 
is still painting, faithful to the formulas of paint- 
ing of his youth, there is no discussing the merits. 
To the lovers of the art of today it seems as 
ridiculous as the costumes of the last generation.

Mr. Albert S. Ludlow, whose collection of 
old pictures was reviewed last week in Toe Trrs-

The copy of Raphael’s “Transfiguration,” 
which Mrs. Perry Smith has recently decided to 
sell, is an excellent work. It was not the work of 
one artist, several having worked upon it, but 
they were painters of standing who did not care. 
to attach their signatures to a painting whieh 
was not an original. One name alone is, on the 
back. The copy remained for two years 
in the Vatican, where it was opposite the original 
and subjected to severe criticism of continual 
comparison with it. Healy and other artiste gave 
testimonials as to its merit at the time of its sale, 
but these are unnecessary to any one having any 
knowledge whatever of the work of Raphael.

oes to his own place; that is the place of 
own choosing. We read of Heaven 
that its gates are not shut at all by day and 
there is no night there. Jesus Christ is 
able to save to the utmost every one who 
comes to God through him. The Bible 
holds out no hope of mercy after the master 
of the house has once risen up and shut the 
door. God pever shuts the door on any 
sinner in this life as long as there is any hope 
of haturning unto him. It will be true all 
thro eternity that God has no pleasure in 
the death of the wicked, but at judgment the 
‘condition of each soul would be eternally 
fixed—fixed by Christ’s sentence and accepted 
as just and righteous by each soul. From this 
sentence there is no appeal forever. 

The punishment of Hell is expressed in the 
Bible in figurative language. To my mind 
the greatest torment will be inflicted to the 
sinner’s own conscience. How much of penal 
suffering, in addition to these torments of con- 
science, will be inflicted must be left to a wise 
and loving God to determine. — 

“The sin of the world is the rejection of 
Jesus Christ.

It seems to him that those who deliberate- 
ly love darkness rather than light must go as 
Fates Iscariot did to theirown place. I make 
my appeals to my congregation to follow 
Christ andto keep his precepts from love 
rather than from fear of punishment. 
lieve that many of the descriptions of hell are 
figurative, yet some kind of punishment must 
be given to those who deliberately turn away 
from God. Human beings have no real con- 
ception of the word eternity. I do not believe 
that any one can describe Hell. That must be 
left wholly to the hereafter.
